Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories 
in  Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby 
propose  to  establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity 
to  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 
The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  in- 
creasing the  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and 
directing  their  agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom throughout  the  whole  world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching  of 
the  New  Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and 
pastors  and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be 
those  which  continue  in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the 
Association,  and  that  support  the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive 
churches  into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and 
Bylaws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  con- 
sidered for  membership  in  the  Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or: 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or: 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the 
Missions  Committee  of  the  Association,  or: 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their 
belief  in  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  .this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit 
a  written  request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  ac- 
cepted by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  in- 
tent to  continue,  through  practice  and  attitude,  a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  acceptance  with  the 
fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Association.  During 
this  period,  members  of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  de- 
parts from  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  co- 
operation with  the  Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the 
Association,  or  failing  to  be  represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support, 
worthy,  Associational  and  denominational  missions,  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall 
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he  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Executive  Board  that  if  their  failure  is  not 
remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommendation  shall  be  made  to  remove  said 
church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  messen- 
gers present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  MEETINGS 

Section  1 .  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks 
notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One 
additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  frac- 
tion thereof,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These 
shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed 
in  the  annual  shall  only  include  these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  V  —  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent 
and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the 
churches,  except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1 .  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Auditor  and 
Parliamentarian,  *Vice-Treasurer  and  Media  Center  Director. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  lsat  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a 
term  of  one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor.  No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association 
may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Section  1  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
closing  of  the  session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the 
session,  all  duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing 
Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all 
times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  suc- 
ceed himself  after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions,  and 
stewardship  emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  De- 
partment, the  Church  Training  Department,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Department,  the  Brotherhood  Department,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other 
departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations of  the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval  by  the  Executive  Board  at  its 
third  quarterly  meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same 
manner  not  later  than  September  1 .  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with  the  in- 
cumbent workers  until  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  In  event  of  vacancies  occur- 
ring during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall  be  filled  temporarily  by  the  departments 
for  the  remainder  of  the  Associational  year. 
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ARTICLE  VII 


—  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 


There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney, 
serving  terms  of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  and  may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  An- 
nual Meeting  each  year.  The  expiration  date  of  each  Trustees 's  term  of  office  shall 
appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  annual. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  de- 
partments, (Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor, 
and  two  lay  members  chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the 
Association  in  its  annual  report,  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  Executive  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  be- 
tween sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board 
to  meet  quarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Association  at  its 
Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as 
listed  in  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings 
may  be  set  by  the  Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or 
Director  of  Missions.  The  Council  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Associ- 
ation, and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all 
recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the  Executive  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  —  COMMITTEES 

♦Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing standing  committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting  through  the  following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing 
committees,  listed  under  Section  1,  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one- 
third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  No  committee  member  shall  be  eligible 
to  serve  on  the  same  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year  following  the  ex- 
piration of  his  term  of  service.  Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed  in 
the  annual  together  with  their  terms  of  office.

♦ARTICLE  XI  —  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 

"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly 
or  indirectly  in  a  debt,  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No 
solicitation  of  funds  for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member 
churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any  department  or  committee 
or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association  without  the  prior 
approval  of  the  Association." 

♦ARTICLE  XII  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of 
the  proposed  change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  be  voted  upon  the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution.

BYLAW  I  —  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

*Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conduct- 
ing its  deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 

The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  —  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to 
the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on 
Place  and  Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  of  the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all 
committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a  fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Associational 
Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at 
least  a  month  before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual 
Meetings  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  par- 
ticipating churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  annual,  records,  and  other  documents  of 
the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  Executive  Board  and  Associa- 
tional Council. 
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Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the 
Association:  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  Executive 
Board,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements and  distribute  same  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Board;  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Asso- 
ciation in  the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for 
their  organization,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associa- 
tionai  Music  Council  shall  have  charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at 
and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

♦Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of 
the  budget  year.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  made  to  the  Association  not  later 
than  the  May  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  —  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 .  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers and  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  pro- 
gram for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on 
the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in 
the  opening  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed 
programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order 
of  business  become  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Committee  on  Missions: 

(1)  This  Committee  composed  of  nine  members,  with  the  W.M.U.  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio 
members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the 
committee.  This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all 
the  work  of  the  Association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  begin- 
ning new  work.  The  committee  shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions 
in  formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  Associational  programming 
and  activities.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the 
overall  programs,  activities,  and  actions  of  the  Association. 

(2)  When  without  a  Director  of  Missions  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recom- 
mend to  the  Association,  or  its  Executive  Board,  for  election,  a  new  Director  of 
Missions  according  to  Bylaw  VII,  Section  1. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with 
the  officers  of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Associa- 
tion in  cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention.  All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Asso- 
ciation or  its  Executive  Board. 

♦Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treas- 
urer, shall  study  the  Assocation's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a 
budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing 
the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  writ- 
ten report  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall, 
when  requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordina- 
tion of  a  candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend 
ordination  to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in 
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the  service  of  ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact 
before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This 
committee  shall  also  nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  di- 
rected by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  a- 
vailable  to  study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review 
applications  for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to 
the  Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communication,  and  cooper- 
ation among  the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in 
times  of  fellowship  problems. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up 
and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or 
the  Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  per- 
form the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist 
the  Executive  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occurring  bet- 
ween sessions.  This  committee  shall  also  name  the  chairman  of  each  committee. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members, 
shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall 
also  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall 
prepare  for  and  direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  seminary  extension  center  within  the  Association  in  ac- 
cordance with  procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as 
directed  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  center,  and 
assist  them  in  its  promotion. 

♦Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The 
chairman  shall  serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Association  a  I  Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate, 
plan  and  promote  activities  for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each 
church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to  serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  en- 
courage the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each  church  and  their  participation  in  Asso- 
ciational youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall 
develop  and  maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers, shall  maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Christian  Ministries,  composed  of  six  members, 
with  the  Mission  Action  Directors  of  the  W.M.U.  and  the  Brotherhood  as  ex  officio 
members,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Christian  Ministries  and  the  Director 
of  Missions,  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  Christian 
Ministries. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to 
all  employed  personnel  of  the  Association. 

a  -  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
Association,  or  its  Executive  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other 
than  the  Director  of  Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  griev- 
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ances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper  methods  of  correction, 
b  -  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  descriptions  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  person- 
nel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel 
policies  relating  to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  re- 
lating to  employee- Associational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  re- 
garding pay  schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non- 
ministerial  personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employ- 
ment of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek 
proper  methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

BYLAW  V  —  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the 
activities  of  the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year, 
which  after  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  it  shall  distribute 
to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  —  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endow- 
ment, or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of 
the  Association  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  —  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Missions  and  on  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Associa- 
tion in  its  Annual  Meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  Executive 
Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relationship  is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the 
guidelines  set  by  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the 
Association  and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of 
all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  —  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300 
words  in  length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  —  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majori- 
ty of  the  messengers  present  and  voting.

May  18,  1981  -  with  First  Baptist  Church,  Kannapolis 

August  31,  1981  -  with  Roberta  Baptist  Church 
The  Executive  Board  has  acted  with  vision  and  enthusiasm  during  this  past  year. 
A  variety  of  new  and  innovative  changes  were  instituted.  For  instance:  the  new  areas 
include  a  thorough  update  of  vital  office  equipment  needed  for  efficient  operation  of 
our  associational  office.  A  new,  plain  paper  copier  was  purchased  and  may  be  used  by 
all  churches;  a  new  video  tape  player  and  color  monitor  were  purchased.  This  new 
video  system  allows  churches  to  order  a  variety  of  training  films,  movies,  or  inspira- 
tional messages  and  view  them  either  in  large  or  small  groups.  Our  association  has 
made  it  possible,  through  club  membership,  for  churches  to  rent  video  cassettes  for  as 
little  as  $5.00  each. 

In  the  other  vital  areas  of  ministry  we  have  been  encouraged  by  th<*  -  j»orts  from 
our  directors.  Our  Sunday  school  leadership  has  reported  increased  intticst  in  enlist-

ing  and  enrolling  unchurched  folk.  In  fact,  there  were  over  200  persons  present  at 
the  March  Sunday  School  Leadership  Conference.  Rev.  Norman  Brisson  has  con- 
stantly challenged  us  to  build  better  Sunday  schools  and  has  provided  multiple  op- 
portunities for  training. 

Rev.  Bobby  Seagroves  was  more  than  a  little  excited  when  12  participants  were  at 
the  associational  Bible  Drill  at  Memorial  Baptist.  He  continues  to  make  us  aware  of 
the  need  for  training,  and  we  seem  to  be  making  some  significant  progress  in  this 
area. 

Rev.  Jim  Camp  and  Rev.  Frank  Hopkins  have  kept  the  challenge  of  missions  be- 
fore us  as  they  have  involved  men  and  boys  of  Brotherhood  and  R.A.s  in  many 
mission  activities.  Whether  it  is  a  boys'  track  team  or  men's  rally,  these  men  have 
given  their  all.  My  prayer  is  that  we  men  might  catch  just  a  glimpse  of  their  vision. 

Mrs.  Wanda  Ritchie  continues  to  provide  superb  leadership  in  W.M.U.  The 
W.M.U.  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  was  recognized  for  distinguished  work 
and  its  effort  to  increase  membership.  This  recognition  was  given  in  Charlotte, 
North  Carolina  during  the  March  W.M.U.  state  meeting.  The  Acteens,  G.A.s,  and 
Mission  Friends  continue  to  grow  in  numbers  and  excitement  in  our  association. 

Eva  Eddleman  has  been  the  catalyst  behind  an  aggressive  ministry  of  direct  action. 
She  has  been  responsible  for  meeting  immediate  needs  of  people  in  our  area. 
Through  her  efforts  Cabarrus  County  Baptists  have  been  able  to  supply  food,  cloth- 
ing, shelter,  and  heating  oil  to  desperately  needy  families.  In  fact,  our  Executive 
Board  voted  to  rent  a  small  building  on  Cabarrus  Avenue  to  serve  as  a  storage  build- 
ing and  clearing  house  for  these  needed  materials. 

I  am  excited  about  the  training  opportunities  afforded  all  church  musicians  by 
Gerald  Hamilton.  He  has  shown  unusual  interest  and  concern  in  providing  choir 
leaders,  pianists,  and  organists  the  very  finest  in  training  opportunities. 

A  new  area  of  ministry,  the  Media  Center,  will  be  staffed  by  Mrs.  Wanda  Godfrey. 
She  will  be  responsible  for  coordinating  the  media  materials,  training  personnel  and 
getting  media  information  to  the  churches. 

Our  association,  under  the  very  able  leadership  of  Dr.  Russell  Willis,  has  had  an 
exciting  year.  Perhaps  nowhere  else  was  that  excitement  more  evident  than  the 
World  Missions  Conference.  Dr.  Willis  provided  us  with  expert  direction  and  the 
committees  assured  us  of  the  most  successful  conference  ever  held.

Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories 
in  Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby 
propose  to  establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity 
to  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 
The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  in- 
creasing the  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and 
directing  their  agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom throughout  the  whole  world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching  of 
the  New  Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and 
pastors  and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be 
those  which  continue  in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the 
Association,  and  that  support  the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive 
churches  into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and 
Bylaws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  con- 
sidered for  membership  in  the  Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or: 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or: 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the 
Missions  Committee  of  the  Association,  or: 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their 
belief  in  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit 
a  written  request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  ac- 
cepted by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  in- 
tent to  continue,  through  practice  and  attitude,  a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  acceptance  with  the 
fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Association.  During 
this  period,  members  of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  de- 
parts from  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  co- 
operation with  the  Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the 
Association,  or  failing  to  be  represented  at  the  Annual  Meetiifg,  or  failing  to  support, 
worthy,  Associational  and  denominational  missions,  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall 
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he  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Executive  Board  that  if  their  failure  is  not 
remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommendation  shall  be  made  to  remove  said 
church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  messen- 
gers present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  MEETINGS 

Section  1 .  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks 
notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One 
additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  frac- 
tion thereof,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These 
shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed 
in  the  annual  shall  only  include  these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  V  —  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent 
and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the 
churches,  except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Auditor  and 
Parliamentarian,  *Vice-Treasurer  and  Media  Center  Director. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  lsat  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a 
term  of  one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor.  No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  .Association 
may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Section  1  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
closing  of  the  session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the 
session,  all  duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing 
Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all 
times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  suc- 
ceed himself  after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions,  and 
stewardship  emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  De- 
partment, the  Church  Training  Department,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Department,  the  Brotherhood  Department,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other 
departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations of  the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval  by  the  Executive  Board  at  its 
third  quarterly  meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same 
manner  not  later  than  September  1 .  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with  the  in- 
cumbent workers  until  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  In  event  of  vacancies  occur- 
ring during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall  be  filled  temporarily  by  the  departments 
for  the  remainder  of  the  Associational  year. 
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ARTICLE  VII  —  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 


There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney, 
serving  terms  of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  and  may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  An- 
nual Meeting  each  year.  The  expiration  date  of  each  Trustees's  term  of  office  shall 
appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  annual. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  de- 
partments, (Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor, 
and  two  lay  members  chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the 
Association  in  its  annual  report,  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  Executive  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  be- 
tween sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board 
to  meet  quarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Association  at  its 
Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as 
listed  in  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings 
may  be  set  by  the  Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or 
Director  of  Missions.  The  Council  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Associ- 
ation, and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all 
recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the  Executive  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  —  COMMITTEES 

*Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing standing  committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting  through  the  following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing 
committees,  listed  under  Section  1,  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one- 
third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  No  committee  member  shall  be  eligible 
to  serve  on  the  same  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year  following  the  ex- 
piration of  his  term  of  service.  Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed  in 
the  annual  together  with  their  terms  of  office. 

a.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Annual  Meeting:

♦ARTICLE  XI  —  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 

"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly 
or  indirectly  in  a  debt,  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No 
solicitation  of  funds  for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member 
churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any  department  or  committee 
or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association  without  the  prior 
approval  of  the  Association." 

♦ARTICLE  XII  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of 
the  proposed  change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  be  voted  upon  the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution.

BYLAW  I  —  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

^Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conduct- 
ing its  deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 

The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  —  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to 
the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on 
Place  and  Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  of  the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all 
committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a  fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman. of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Associational 
Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at 
least  a  month  before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual 
Meetings  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  par- 
ticipating churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  annual,  records,  and  other  documents  of 
the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  Executive  Board  and  Associa- 
tional Council. 
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Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the 
Association:  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  Executive 
Board,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements and  distribute  same  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Board;  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Asso- 
ciation in  the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for 
their  organization,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associa- 
tional  Music  Council  shall  have  charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at 
and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

*Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of 
the  budget  year.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  made  to  the  Association  not  later 
than  the  May  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  —  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers and  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  pro- 
gram for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on 
the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in 
the  opening  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed 
programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order 
of  business  become  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Committee  on  Missions: 

(1)  This  Committee  composed  of  nine  members,  with  the  W.M.U.  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio 
members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the 
committee.  This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all 
the  work  of  the  Association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  begin- 
ning new  work.  The  committee  shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions 
in  formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  Associational  programming 
and  activities.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the 
overall  programs,  activities,  and  actions  of  the  Association. 

(2)  When  without  a  Director  of  Missions  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recom- 
mend to  the  Association,  or  its  Executive  Board,  for  election,  a  new  Director  of 
Missions  according  to  Bylaw  VII,  Section  1. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with 
the  officers  of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Associa- 
tion in  cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention.  All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Asso- 
ciation or  its  Executive  Board. 

*Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treas- 
urer, shall  study  the  Assocation's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a 
budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing 
the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  writ- 
ten report  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall, 
when  requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordina- 
tion of  a  candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend 
ordination  to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in 
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the  service  of  ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact 
before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This 
committee  shall  also  nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  di- 
rected by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  a- 
vailable  to  study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review 
applications  for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to 
the  Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communication,  and  cooper- 
ation among  the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in 
times  of  fellowship  problems. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up 
and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or 
the  Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  per- 
form the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist 
the  Executive  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occurring  bet- 
ween sessions.  This  committee  shall  also  name  the  chairman  of  each  committee. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members, 
shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall 
also  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall 
prepare  for  and  direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  seminary  extension  center  within  the  Association  in  ac- 
cordance with  procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as 
directed  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  center,  and 
assist  them  in  its  promotion. 

*Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The 
chairman  shall  serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Associational  Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate, 
plan  and  promote  activities  for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each 
church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to  serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  en- 
courage the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each  church  and  their  participation  in  Asso- 
ciational youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall 
develop  and  maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers, shall  maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Christian  Ministries,  composed  of  six  members, 
with  the  Mission  Action  Directors  of  the  W.M.U.  and  the  Brotherhood  as  ex  officio 
members,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Christian  Ministries  and  the  Director 
of  Missions,  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  Christian 
Ministries. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to 
all  employed  personnel  of  the  Association. 

a  -  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
Association,  or  its  Executive  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other 
than  the  Director  of  Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  griev- 
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ances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper  methods  of  correction, 
b  -  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  descriptions  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  person- 
nel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel 
policies  relating  to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  re- 
lating to  employee- Associational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  re- 
garding pay  schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non- 
ministerial  personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employ- 
ment of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek 
proper  methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

BYLAW  V  —  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the 
activities  of  the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year, 
which  after  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  it  shall  distribute 
to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  —  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endow- 
ment, or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of 
the  Association  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  —  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Missions  and  on  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Associa- 
tion in  its  Annual  Meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  Executive 
Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relationship  is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the 
guidelines  set  by  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the 
Association  and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of 
all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  —  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300 
words  in  length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  —  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majori- 
ty of  the  messengers  present  and  voting.

1.  The  forty-seventh  annual  session  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  was  called 
to  order  at  7:09  p.m.,  Monday  evening,  October  25,  1982  at  the  Centerview  Baptist 
Church,  Kannapolis,  North  Carolina,  by  Moderator  Rev.  Claude  Connell. 

2.  Prior  to  this  from  6:50-7:11  p.m.  the  McGill  Avenue  Baptist  Church  Choir  un- 
der the  direction  of  Rev.  Terry  Childers,  accompanied  by  Annice  O'Daniel,  sang  the 
following  numbers:  "The  Prayer  of  St.  Francis  Assisi,"  "Fairest  Lord  Jesus," 
"Heavenly  Love  Abiding,"  "Every  Valley,"  and  "Joy  in  the  Morning." 

3.  Rev.  Clyde  Hawkins,  host  pastor,  extended  a  welcome. 

4.  A  worship  period  was  led  by  Rev.  Gerald  Hamilton,  singing  "All  Hail  the 
Power  of  Jesus'  Name."  The  accompanist  was  Annice  O'Daniel. 

5.  Scripture  reading  for  the  annual  sermon  was  given  by  Rev.  William  L.  Downs, 
reading  from  Philippians  2:5-11. 

6.  The  annual  sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Thomas  E.  Hogan,  Pastor  McGill 
Avenue  Baptist  Church,  Concord.  His  subject  was  "Jesus  Christ  is  Lord." 

7.  Rev.  Terry  Childers,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  presented 
the  program  for  order  of  business,  moving  its  adoption.  It  was  seconded.  The  motion 
carried.

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The  Facilities  Study  Committee  Report 

The  committee  was  appointed  by  the  Missions  Committee  to  study  the  usefullness 
of  the  present  associational  office  and  how  the  facilities  could  be  improved.  Later,  the 
Executive  Board  voted  to  make  the  committee  an  associational  committee. 

The  committee  has  met  on  several  occasions,  and  after  some  long  and  serious  study 
of  the  options,  it  was  the  unanimous  consensus  of  the  committee  that  the  feasibility  of 
relocating  the  associational  office  be  studied  in  detail.  The  following  guidelines  were 
set  for  the  study: 

1)  Future  location  would  not  be  more  than  six  to  eight  blocks  from  the  hospital. 

2)  Ample  ground  for  parking  and  future  expansion  must  be  provided. 

3)  Easy  access  to  the  site  from  both  the  Kannapolis  and  the  Concord  areas,  plus 
easy  from  and  return  to  Interstate  85. 

4)  The  price  of  land  must  be  within  reasonable  limits. 

With  the  guidelines  firmly  in  place,  the  committee  began  to  survey  building  and 
vacant  property.  Most  available  property  failed  to  meet  at  least  one  of  the  guidelines. 
The  most  often  encountered  problem  was  the  price  of  land. 
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Two  locations  are  presently  under  study  that  would  meet  the  guidelines.  However, 
it  should  be  said  emphatically  that  no  decision  on  location  has  been  made  by  the 
committee. 

The  committee  has  plans  to  visit  other  associations  that  have  recently  relocated  in 
order  to  view  their  buildings  and  review  their  evaluation  of  their  new  facilities. 

Be  assured  that  the  committee  will  keep  the  churches  of  the  association  fully  in- 
formed of  its  work.  No  firm  action  will  be  taken  without  a  called  session  of  the  associ- 
ation.

We  have  been  encouraged  by  the  good  reports  from  directors  of  the 
areas  of  ministry.  They  have  reported  good  progress.  The  challenge  of  the  Sunday 
School  has  been  kept  before  us  under  the  leadership  of  Rev.  Norman  Brisson.

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Constitution 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories 
in  Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby 
propose  to  establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity 
to  the  following  plan: 

ARTICLE  I  —  NAME 
The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  —  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  in- 
creasing the  intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and 
directing  their  agencies,  their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  King- 
dom throughout  the  whole  world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching  of 
the  New  Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  —  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1.  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and 
pastors  and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be 
those  which  continue  in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the 
Association,  and  that  support  the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and 
Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive 
churches  into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and 
Bylaws.  Affiliated  churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  con- 
sidered for  membership  in  the  Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or: 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or: 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the 
Missions  Committee  of  the  Association,  or: 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their 
belief  in  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit 
a  written  request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  ac- 
cepted by  a  majority  vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the 
watchcare  of  the  Association  for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  in- 
tent to  continue,  through  practice  and  attitude,  a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon 
the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  acceptance  with  the 
fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the  Association.  During 
this  period,  members  of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and  privileges  of 
the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  de- 
parts from  Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  co- 
operation with  the  Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the 
Association,  or  failing  to  be  represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support, 
worthy,  Associational  and  denominational  missions,  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall 
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he  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the  Executive  Board  that  if  their  failure  is  not 
remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommendation  shall  be  made  to  remove  said 
church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  messen- 
gers present  and  voting. 

ARTICLE  IV  —  MEETINGS 

Section  1 .  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and 
Tuesday  following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks 
notice  is  given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One 
additional  messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  frac- 
tion thereof,  provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These 
shall  constitute  the  voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed 
in  the  annual  shall  only  include  these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the 
Association. 

ARTICLE  V  —  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent 
and  sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the 
churches,  except  of  an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  —  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice-Moderator, 
Clerk,  Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's 
Missionary  Union  Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Auditor  and 
Parliamentarian,   Vice-Treasurer  and  Media  Center  Director. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  lsat  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a 
term  of  one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not  preclude 
nominations  from  the  floor.  No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association 
may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Section  1  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the 
closing  of  the  session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the 
session,  all  duties  incumbent  upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing 
Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry  out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all 
times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the  Association  and/or  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  suc- 
ceed himself  after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions,  and 
stewardship  emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  De- 
partment, the  Church  Training  Department,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Department,  the  Brotherhood  Department,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other 
departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association  or  the  Executive  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Nomi- 
nations of  the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval  by  the  Executive  Board  at  its 
third  quarterly  meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same 
manner  not  later  than  September  1 .  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with  the  in- 
cumbent workers  until  election  at  the  Annual  Meeting.  In  event  of  vacancies  occur- 
ring during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall  be  filled  temporarily  by  the  departments 
for  the  remainder  of  the  Associational  year. 
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ARTICLE  VII 


—  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 


There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney, 
serving  terms  of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee 
on  Nominations  and  may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  An- 
nual Meeting  each  year.  The  expiration  date  of  each  Trustees's  term  of  office  shall 
appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational  annual. 

ARTICLE  VIII  —  EXECUTIVE  BOARD 

The  Executive  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  de- 
partments, (Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor, 
and  two  lay  members  chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the 
Association  in  its  annual  report,  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Asso- 
ciation. The  Executive  Board  shall  have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  be- 
tween sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Constitution.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board 
to  meet  quarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recommendations  to  the  Association  at  its 
Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call  by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  —  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as 
listed  in  Article  VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings 
may  be  set  by  the  Council  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or 
Director  of  Missions.  The  Council  shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Associ- 
ation, and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all 
recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the  Executive  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  —  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  follow- 
ing standing  committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  An- 
nual Meeting  through  the  following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing 
committees,  listed  under  Section  1,  shall  serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one- 
third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  No  committee  member  shall  be  eligible 
to  serve  on  the  same  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year  following  the  ex- 
piration of  his  term  of  service.  Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed  in 
the  annual  together  with  their  terms  of  office.

*Section  2.  ANNUAL,  NON-ROTATING  COMMITTEES.  The  following 
committees  shall  by  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  Annual 
Meeting  to  serve  during  the  Annual  Meeting. 

(1)  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  11) 

(2)  Committee  on  Enrollment  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  12) 

ARTICLE  XI  —  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 

"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly 
or  indirectly  in  a  debt,  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No 
solicitation  of  funds  for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member 
churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any  department  or  committee 
or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association  without  the  prior 
approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XII  —  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of 
the  proposed  change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual 
Meeting,  be  voted  upon  the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on 
Constitution. 

Bylaws 


BYLAW  I  —  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order,  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conduct- 
ing its  deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  —  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 

The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  —  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to 
the  Constitution  and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on 
Place  and  Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the 
Executive  Board  and  of  the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all 
committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a  fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  Executive  Board  and  the  Associational 
Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at 
least  a  month  before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual 
Meetings  copies  of  the  digest  of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceed- 
ings of  the  Association,  supervise  the  printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  par- 
ticipating churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  annual,  records,  and  other  documents  of 
the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the  Executive  Board  and  Associa- 
tional Council. 
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Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the 
Association:  disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  Executive 
Board,  or  as  designated  in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  dis- 
bursements and  distribute  same  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting 
of  the  Executive  Board;  and  keep  books  available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Asso- 
ciation in  the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for 
their  organization,  or  as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associa- 
tional  Music  Council  shall  have  charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at 
and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

*Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of 
the  budget  year.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  made  to  the  Association  not  later 
than  the  May  meeting  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  —  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 .  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers and  the  Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  pro- 
gram for  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on 
the  program  and  to  all  pastors  at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in 
the  opening  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed 
programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the  sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order 
of  business  become  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Committee  on  Missions: 

(1)  This  Committee  composed  of  nine  members,  with  the  W.M.U.  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio 
members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the 
committee.  This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all 
the  work  of  the  Association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  begin- 
ning new  work.  The  committee  shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions 
in  formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  Associational  programming 
and  activities.  This  committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the 
overall  programs,  activities,  and  actions  of  the  Association. 

(2)  When  without  a  Director  of  Missions  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recom- 
mend to  the  Association,  or  its  Executive  Board,  for  election,  a  new  Director  of 
Missions  according  to  Bylaw  VII,  Section  1. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with 
the  officers  of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Associa- 
tion in  cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention.  All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Asso- 
ciation or  its  Executive  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treas- 
urer, shall  study  the  Assocation's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a 
budget  to  the  Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing 
the  cooperation  of  the  churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  writ- 
ten report  to  the  Annual  Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall, 
when  requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordina- 
tion of  a  candidate  for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend 
ordination  to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in 
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the  service  of  ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact 
before  and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This 
committee  shall  also  nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  di- 
rected by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  a- 
vailable  to  study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recom- 
mendations as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review 
applications  for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to 
the  Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communication,  and  cooper- 
ation among  the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in 
times  of  fellowship  problems. 

Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up 
and  present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or 
the  Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  per- 
form the  duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist 
the  Executive  Board  in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occurring  bet- 
ween sessions.  This  committee  shall  also  name  the  chairman  of  each  committee. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members, 
shall  receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  An- 
nual Meeting  of  the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall 
also  recommend  the  preacher  and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall 
prepare  for  and  direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  composed  of  six  members, 
shall  direct  the  operation  of  a  seminary  extension  center  within  the  Association  in  ac- 
cordance with  procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as 
directed  by  the  Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  center,  and 
assist  them  in  its  promotion. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The 
chairman  shall  serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member 
of  the  Associational  Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate, 
plan  and  promote  activities  for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each 
church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to  serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  en- 
courage the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each  church  and  their  participation  in  Asso- 
ciational youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall 
develop  and  maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three  mem- 
bers, shall  maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Christian  Ministries,  composed  of  six  members, 
with  the  Mission  Action  Directors  of  the  W.M.U.  and  the  Brotherhood  as  ex  officio 
members,  in  cooperation  with  the  Director  of  Christian  Ministries  and  the  Director 
of  Missions,  shall  provide  assistance  to  the  churches  in  the  area  of  Christian 
Ministries. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to 
all  employed  personnel  of  the  Association. 

a  -  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
Association,  or  its  Executive  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other 
than  the  Director  of  Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  griev- 
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ances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper  methods  of  correction, 
b  -  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  descriptions  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  person- 
nel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel 
policies  relating  to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  re- 
lating to  employee- Associational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  re- 
garding pay  schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non- 
ministerial  personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Associa- 
tion. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employ- 
ment of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek 
proper  methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

BYLAW  V  —  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the 
activities  of  the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year, 
which  after  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board,  it  shall  distribute 
to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  —  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endow- 
ment, or  other  securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of 
the  Association  under  the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  Executive  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  —  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on 
Missions  and  on  two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Associa- 
tion in  its  Annual  Meeting,  or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  Executive 
Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relationship  is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the 
guidelines  set  by  the  Committee  on  Missions. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the 
Association  and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of 
all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  —  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300 
words  in  length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  —  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majori- 
ty of  the  messengers  present  and  voting.

One  hundred  seven  indicated  if  they  went  to 
church  it  would  be  a  Baptist  church. 

42.  Dr.  Russell  L.  Willis  introduced  the  speaker,  Rev.  Cline  Borders,  Director  of 
Missions  of  the  Kings  Mountain  Association. 

43.  The  congregation  sang  "I  Am  Thine  O  Lord." 

44.  Rev.  Cline  Borders  brought  a  message  on  "Conflict  in  Management,"  using  for 
a  text  I  Peter  5:1-3. 

45.  The  second  session  was  adjourned  at  11:39  a.m.  Rev.  Bobby  Seagroves  was 
asked  to  lead  in  the  benediction.

Executive  Board 


The  regular  quarterly  meetings  of  the  Executive  Board  of  the  Cabarrus  Baptist 
Association  were  held  as  follows: 


There  was  an  average  of  31  churches  represented  at  the  meetings. 

The  Executive  Board  has  been  concerned  with  the  ongoing  work  of  the  association 
and  the  strengthening  of  the  churches.  The  Facilities  Study  Committee  brought  a 
motion  jointly  with  the  Missions  Committee  and  the  Finance  Committee  that 
$95,000.00  of  our  reserves  be  designated  "Building  Fund"  and  a  building  sight  be 
sought,  which  was  adopted  by  the  Board.  Later  we  adopted  a  recommendation  from 
this  committee  that  a  special  meeting  of  the  association  be  called  to  act  upon  a 
recommendation  that  a  piece  of  property  be  purchased  for  relocating  the 
associational  office.  As  a  result  of  the  association's  rejection  of  the  proposal,  in  our 
August  meeting  the  Board  voted  to  expand  the  Facilities  Study  Committee  to  assist 
them  in  carrying  out  their  task. 

The  use  of  the  associational  van  is  gratifying  and  a  revision  in  regulations  concer- 
ning its  use  was  adopted.  The  "Sharing  House"  has  had  a  good  year  and  reports  from 
Robert  Honeycutt  concerning  his  ministry  and  the  response  to  the  call  for  donations 
and  volunteer  help  is  exciting. 

The  house  and  property  next  to  our  present  property  became  available  and  was 
purchased  by  action  of  the  Executive  Board. 

Under  the  direction  of  Norman  Brisson,  the  Sunday  School  leadership  has  presen- 
ted us  with  opportunities  for  improving  our  ministry  through  conferences  offered 
during  the  year. 

The  advantage  of  having  a  thriving  Church  Training  and  the  particular  means  of 
strengthening  our  members  through  this  organization  was  brought  before  us  by  the 
director,  Bobby  Seagroves. 

Mrs.  Joyce  Kiuttz  serving  her  first  year  as  W.M.U.  Director,  brought  reports  of 
the  work  being  done  in  providing  leadership  for  their  activities  and  Mission  Action. 

James  Camp  reported  the  establishment  of  a  work  week  at  Caswell  as  a  Mission  Ac- 
tion project  for  the  Brotherhood.  Tom  Rogers  presented  plans  for  R.A.  activities. 

Mrs.  Hugh  Price,  TACMO  Director,  has  done  her  best  to  get  us  accustomed  to  the 
new  name  for  Media-Center.  She  reported  monthly  meetings  to  assist  church  direc- 
tors.

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Under  the  leadership  of  Russell  Willis,  our  Association  has  had  another  good  year 
of  progress  which  indicates  the  kind  of  work  our  Director  of  Missions  has  done.  The 
continued  growth  in  the  finiancial  support  by  the  churches  speakes  well  of  the  con- 
fidence and  cooperation  our  people  have  in  the  work  of  our  association. 

It  has  been  a  distinct  privilege  to  serve  you  this  past  year.  We  see  with  joy  the 
possibilities  of  real  growth  in  the  future.  I  pray  God's  peace,  joy  and  strength  be 
yours  in  your  service  for  Him  in  the  days  ahead. 


Through  North  Carolina  Baptists,  God  continues  to  bless  our  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Homes  with  meaningful  blessings. 

One  of  the  blessings  this  year  has  been  a  31  percent  increase  in  the  prercentage  used 
for  distribution  of  funds  through  the  Cooperative  Program.  This  percentage  change, 
along  with  strong  Cooperative  Program  support  during  the  first  five  months  of  1983, 
has  meant  an  increase  over  the  same  period  in  1982.  Total  Cooperative  Program  fun- 
ds for  the  period  totalled  $135,647.39. 

Another  blessing  has  been  undesignated  support  through  the  North  Carolina 
Missions  Offering.  It  provided  $74,087.47  toward  the  Homes'  benevolent  care  needs. 
Designated  gifts  of  $42,274.58  brought  the  total  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering 
support  to  $116,362.05. 

Even  with  this  support  we  could  care  for  only  50  percent  of  the  residents  in  our 
homes  with  limited  incomes.  This  leaves  a  wide  gap.  We  must  receive  more  support 
through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  our  State  Missions  Offering  if  we  continue  to 
meet  the  needs  of  our  residents.  The  sad  part  of  this  report  is  that  the  Trustees  have 
had  to  put  a  hold  on  admissions  of  persons  who  cannot  demonstrate  the  resources  to 
pay  the  cost  of  care  for  their  life  expectancy. 

The  Trustees  have  announced  a  Capital  Funds  Campaign  of  $2,500,000.00.  This  is 
for  the  Hayes  Home  Campus,  Winston-Salem.  This  will  update  the  Nursing  Care 
unit  by  providing  more  needed  rooms  in  the  Nursing  Care  area  and  adding  a  needed 
physical  therapy  room  plus  a  patient  dining  room/activity  area.  This  will  be  our  first 
Capital  Funds  Campaign. 

We  believe  that  the  future  of  the  Homes'  ministry  is  in  God's  hands.  We  shall  con- 
tinue to  trust  Him  for  our  needs,  and  urge  you  to  join  Him  and  us  as  we  strive  to  meet 
the  needs  of  this  vital  ministry  to  older  persons.

American  Bible  Society 

Miraculous  conversions  are  taking  place  daily  all  around  the  world  and  the 
American  Bible  Society  is  grateful  for  the  support  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Conven- 
tion in  helping  to  win  these  people  to  the  Lord.  Through  the  ministry  of  the  A.B.S. 
and  the  Bible  Societies  which  it  is  associated,  men,  women,  and  children  in  record 
numbers  and  in  over  150  nations  and  territories  are  receiving  the  Scriptures  that  of- 
ten lead  to  personal  encounters  with  the  living  Christ.  Bible  Societies  around  the 
world  distributed  a  total  of  484,633,537  Bibles,  Testaments,  Portions  and  selections 
in  1982.  This  represents  a  9.1  percent  increase  over  1981's  figures,  and  includes 
10,883,159  Bibles,  12,177,593  Testaments,  32,575,846  Portions  and  428,996,939 
Scripture  Selections. 

Through  the  United  Bible  Societies  the  A.B.S.  is  now  involved  in  translation 
projects  in  574  different  languages  around  the  world.  In  Africa  the  Bible  Society  in 
Tanzania  provided  special  Scriptures  for  23,000  victims  of  flooded  areas.  Great 
progress  in  Scripture  translation  is  being  made  in  Nigeria  and  in  Ghana.  In  Latin 
America  the  Bible  Society  in  Venezuela  has  organized  a  special  team  of  volunteers 
from  many  of  the  local  churches  to  distribute  Scriptures  among  the  masses  of  people 
in  the  streets,  plazas  and  stations  of  Caracas  to  put  the  Word  of  God  into  their  hands. 
Pastors  and  volunteers  from  36  local  churches  and  community  leaders  in  Argentina 
cooperated  in  a  distribution  program  known  as  "Bible  Impact",  and  this  campaign 
succeeded  in  distributing  Scriptures  to  over  300,000  people.  The  Bible  Society  of 
Brazil  provided  over  6  million  Scriptures  for  adult  new  readers. 

God  truly  does  speak  through  his  Word  in  many  tongues.  Throughout  the  Asia 
Pacific  region,  1982  was  a  year  of  significant  accomplishment  in  this  regard.  The 
Phillippine  Bible  Society  has  announced  the  publication  of  a  new  translation  of  the 
entire  Bible  in  languages  that  the  people  can  read.  In  Bangladesh,  distribution  of  the 
Scriptures  in  new  Bengali  translation  has  far  exceeded  expectation.  Because  of 
the  assistance  of  Southern  Baptist  and  the  Bible  Societies,  our  collegagues  in  Eastern 
Europe  were  able  to  distribute  over  137,000  Bibles  and  New  Testaments  plus  recor- 
ded Scriptures  for  Poland's  300,00  blind  people. 

Distribution  of  Scriptures  in  the  United  States  was  marked  by  a  26.6  percent  in- 
crease in  1982.  An  important  milestone  was  also  reached  in  1982  when  the  A.B.S. 
distributed  its  100  millionth  complete  Bible  since  its  founding  in  1816.  By  the  end  of 
1982,  requests  for  over  1,280,00  Testments  had  been  received  from  correctional  in- 
stitutions all  over  the  country. 

The  increase  in  A.B.S.  distribution  was  achieved  with  the  assistance  of  the  more 
than  48,000  men  and  women  who  served  as  volunteers,  many  of  them  Southern  Bap- 
tist. 

Even  though  the  Bible  Societies  are  working  harder  than  ever  to  provide  enough 
Scriptures  for  people  of  the  world,  millions  may  yet  have  to  go  without  the  comfort 
and  guidance  of  God's  Word  in  the  coming  year. 
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The  American  Bible  Society  is  beginning  1983  with  a  renewed  determination  to 
further  increase  its  ministry  both  in  the  United  States  and  throughout  the  world  and 
we  earnestly  requested  the  continued  financial  support  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Con- 
vention, which  in  1982  provided  almost  three  cents  per  member. 

Scriptures  must  be  made  available  to  the  millions  of  people  who  are  eagerly  seeking 
His  Word.  We  pray  that  our  joint  ministries  will  grow  in  strength  and  that  our  wit- 
ness together  will  provide  others  with  comfort,  guidance  and  faith  promised  by  our 
Lord:  "Come  to  me,  all  you  who  are  tired  from  carrying  heavy  loads,  and  I  will  give 
you  rest."  (Matthew  11:28)

Annuity  Board 

"Ninteen  hundred  eighty-two  has  proven  to  be  an  epochal  year  for  all  of  us  at  the 
Annuity  Board.  Even  in  the  midst  of  varying  interest  rates,  unemployment,  recession 
and  denominational  unrest,  the  Annuity  Board  has  continued  to  develop,  market 
and  service  the  retirement  and  insurance  plans  for  the  associations,  churches  and 
agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention."  said  Annuity  Board  President  Darold 
H.  Morgan. 

Key  statistical  highlights  in  1982  included: 

1.  A  10  percent  13th  Check  was  mailed  to  annuitants  who  retired  before  1980. 
Those  annuitants  who  retired  in  1980-82  received  their  13th  Check  bonus  in  their 
monthly  checks. 

2.  A  total  of  $30,663,412  was  paid  in  retirement  benefits. 

3.  Total  assets  administered  by  the  board  as  of  December  31,  1982  $1,057,947,515 
compared  to  $896,535,999  on  December  31,  1981. 

4.  Relief  funds  from  the  Cooperative  Program  totalled  $455,009. 

5.  Membership  records  indicated  that  18,111  persons  were  enrolled  in  Plan  A, 
65,855  in  Plan  B  and  4,256  in  Plan  C. 

6.  Earnings  on  retirement  and  related  funds  for  1982  totaled  $108,923,263.  This 
compares  to  $46,068,904  for  1981  or  an  increase  of  $62,854,359.

Dr.  W.  R.  Wagoner,  President  of  the  Children's  Home  for  15  years,  retired  in 
June.  He  and  Dr.  Elizabeth,  his  wife,  had  brought  about  many  changes  in  child 
care  and  family  ministries  during  this  quarter  of  a  centuary.  They  kept  the  Home's 
program  in  step  with  our  day  and  put  the  family  first. 

On  July  1,  1983,  Dr.  Michael  C.  Blackwell,  a  native  of  Gastonia,  became  the  new 
President  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Home  of  North  Carolina.  He  has  been  pastor  of 
churches  in  both  North  Carolina  and  .Virginia.  He  came  back  to  North  Carolina 
from  Richmond,  Virginia. 

Our  association  is  served  out  of  the  Charlotte  Family  Service  Center  located  in  the 
Mecklenburg  Baptist  Associational  Building,  209  South  King  Street.  Steve  Hoffman 
is  Director  of  the  Charlotte  Area  Family  Services. 

The  Charlotte  Family  Services  Center  has  a  major  emphasis  regarding  family  en- 
richment through  the  concept  of  preventive  care.  Services  are  offered  in  com 
munication  skills,  parenting  skills,  and  education  which  directs  social  service  inter- 
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vention,  coordination  and  support  to  families.  It  offers  to  our  association  and  chur- 
ches workshops  or  training  groups  in  the  above  services. 

The  annual  area  conference  was  held  Thursday,  September  22  at  Carmel  Baptist 
Church  in  Charlotte.  Those  present  were  informed  of  the  many  facets  of  the  mission 
work  in  North  Carolina  through  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes. 

A  16mm  30  minute  color  film,  "You  Need  Me"  is  available  from  the  Charlotte  of- 
fice. This  film  may  be  used  by  any  of  our  local  churches.

Baptist  Hospital 

Baptist  Hospital  continues  to  be  one  of  the  leading  institutions  of  health-care  in 
our  state.  It  has  made  great  strides  in  keeping  abreast  with  the  latest  available 
medical  treatment  and  equipment.  During  the  past  year  the  hospital  installed  a 
nuclear  magnetic  resonance  machine  in  the  Department  of  Diagnostic  Radiology. 
With  the  use  of  radio  waves,  this  machine  produces  pictures  as  good  as  or  better  than 
standart  x-rays  and  can  also  provide  valuable  information  based  on  the  body's 
chemistry  without  posing  any  raidation  hazard. 

Baptist  Hospital  is  also  providing  a  new  treatment  aimed  at  finding  and  removing 
the  cause  of  heart  attacks.  The  procedure  attempts  to  dissolve  colts  in  coronary  ar- 
teries feeding  blood  to  the  heart  by  injecting  a  clot-dissloving  drug  through  a 
catheter. 

Also  of  particular  interest  to  the  Christian  community  is  the  hospital's  posture  in 
regard  to  patient  care.  Baptist  recognize  the  need  for  a  holistic  approach  to  health 
care  and  is  well  known  for  its  Department  of  Pastoral  Care,  including  Clinical 
Pastoral  Education  (CPE)  and  the  Department  of  Pastoral  Counseling. 

In  the  past  year  14,000  hours  of  pastoral  service  were  provided  to  hospital  patients, 
their  families  and  hospital  staff.  The  Department  of  Pastoral  Counseling  provided 
14,493  hours  of  counseling  to  persons  having  individual  or  family  problems.  The 
CPE  division  provided  training  to  over  100  students. 

The  operating  budget  of  Baptist  Hospital  for  1983  was  $101,000,000.  This 
provided  treatment  to  23,903  inpatients  and  66,039  emergency  and  outpatients. 

During  the  1982  fiscal  year  the  hospital  received  from  the  churches  of  the  Baptist 
State  Convention  a  total  of  $497,091  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  $343,665 
through  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  Cooperative  Program  funds  helped 
to  underwrite  the  budget  of  the  Pastoral  Care  Department  and  the  gifts  received 
through  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  assist  financially  needy  patients  in 
paying  their  hospital  bills. 

The  hospital  administration  and  staff  are  deeply  grateful  to  the  Baptist  State  Con- 
vention and  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  whose  leadership  and  support  make  it 
possible  for  the  hospital  to  provide  these  ministries.

This 
ministry  helped  over  1,100  people  in  Cabarrus  County  this  last  year. 

3.  Recommended  the  calling  of  a  "Church  Planter"  to  assist  in  deternining 
present  and  future  needs  for  churches  in  our  area.  Bill  Salmons  worked  with 
us  during  the  summer  in  this  capacity. 

4.  Recommended  the  establishment  of  a  Facilities  Study  Committee  to  propose 
alternatives  to  our  present  site. 

5.  Recommended  the  construction  of  a  fence  along  rear  of  office  property  and 
improvements  to  parking  area. 

6.  Assisted  at  least  two  (2)  churches  in  methods  for  reaching  their  community. 

7.  Recommended  changes  in  van  policy  to  allow  greater  time  frame  for  reser- 
vations. 

8.  Update  several  pieces  of  office  equipment. 

9.  Aided  Green  Acres  Mission  ($500.00)  in  repairing  their  roof. 

10.  Explored  ways  to  renew  our  Race  Track  Ministry. 

11.  Approved  the  concept  of  sponsoring  missionaries  for  the  Weeks  of  Prayer. 
These  missionaries  would  be  available  to  churches  on  a  first-come,  first-serve 
basis. 

12.  Recommend  the  purchase  of  property  adjacent  to  the  associational  office.

That  is 
to  say  nothing  of  the  numerous  other  nations  in  which  a  large  number  of  graduates 
of  these  institutions  are  found. 
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We  Baptists  have  a  great  heritage  of  which  we  should  not  only  be  proud,  but  eager 
to  preserve  and  perpetuate  by  our  strong  and  loyal  support  in  every  way  that  a 
Christian  can  give  support,  that  is,  by  our  gifts,  our  prayers,  and  sincere  en- 
couragement of  students  and  faculty  of  Baptist  institutions  of  Christian  higher 
education.  Why  not  "Pick  up  the  'phone;  give  'em  a  call,"  or  write  one  or  more  of  the 
presidents  of  our  institutions  and  say,  "Brother  President,  I  just  want  to  assure  you  of 
my  prayerful  support  in  the  work  that  you  and  your  fellow  educators  are  doing.  Keep 
up  the  good  work!"

Foreign  Missions 

The  Foreign  Mission  Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  was  created 
during  the  convention's  organizational  meeting  in  1845  for  one  purpose:  to  provide  a 
channel  through  which  the  churches  could  work  together  to  share  the  gospel  with  the 
Nations  of  the  World.  Southern  Baptist  also  have  a  biblical  mandate  -  the  Lord's 
commission  "to  make  disciples  of  all  the  nations". 

The  mission  commitment  of  1845  has  continued  and  in  fact,  grown  stronger.  In 
1976  Southern  Baptist  accepted  another  challenge  -  BOLD  MISSION  THRUST  -  an 
ambitious  plan  to  present  the  gospel  to  every  person  in  the  world  by  the  year  2000. 

As  the  year  1982  ended  the  Foreign  Mission  Board  had  appointed  406  new 
missionaries  a  total  now  of  3,217  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  serving  in  96  coun- 
tries. During  the  year  missionaries  were  aided  by  nearly  6,000  volunteers  from  local 
churches,  going  at  their  own  expense  to  help  oversees. 

There  were  140,844  baptisms  in  churches  and  missions  overseas  and  overseas  chur- 
ches giving  over  $65.8  million,  $13  million  more  than  in  1981. 

During  1982  Southern  Baptist  churches  channeled  $110.2  million  through  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  to  enable  people  across  the  world  to  have  the  gospel.  Of  this 
total,  41.8  percent  given  throuth  the  Cooperative  Program;  46.5  percent  through  the 
Lottie  Moon  Christmas  offering.  Beyond  this,  churches  gave  $5.9  million  to  the 
Foreign  Misson  Board  for  human  needs  (disaster  aid  and  world  hunger). 

Seven  hundred  new  churches  established,  a  total  of  12,170  in  Foreign  Mission 
Board  areas  of  ministry. 

Approximately  170  medical  missionaries  ministered  to  143,000  inpatients  and  1.4 
million  outpatients  in  20  hospitals  and  114  clinics.  Medical  missions  opens  strategic 
doors  for  evangelism. 

Enrollment  in  Theological  Schools  reported  a  total  of  6,173  students.  Leadership 
training  through  Theological  Education  Extention  Programs  (TEE)  reported  an 
enrollment  of  6,467. 

More  than  94  million  people  heard  the  gospel  by  means  of  radio  broadcasts  and 
telecasts  produced  by  Southern  Baptist  and  aired  across  the  world. 

Christian  books  totaling  2,292,904  including  the  Bible,  were  printed  in  various 
languages  and  distributed  to  Baptists  around  the  world.  Periodicals  (6,500,00)  and 
18,000,000  tracts  were  also  printed  and  distributed  through  our  publication  work. 

The  board's  senior  vice  president  for  overseas  missions,  Charles  W.  Bryan*,  sum- 
med up  1982as  "the  most  fruitful  year  in  our  history  -  we  live  in  the  present;  we 
thank  God  for  the  past,  but  we  look  to  the  future". 
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The  time  is  right  for  reaching  people,  developing  belivers  and  strengthening 
families.  Surely  God  expects  us  to  be  faithful  -  and  bold.

Home  Missions 

The  Home  Mission  Board  serves  in  a  dual  role,  as  a  direct  missions  agency  and  as 
a  resource  agency.  As  a  missions  agency,  the  Home  Mission  Board  appoints  people 
who  witness,  begin  churches  and  meet  human  needs.  As  a  resource  agency,  the 
Home  Mission  Board  provides  information  which  enables  local  Baptists  to  better  per- 
form mission  work.  Conferences  and  seminars  are  held  by  its  staff  to  train  lay  per- 
sons, ministers  and  missionaries  in  planning  mission  strategy. 

One  agency  or  one  board  cannot  witness  to  250  million  Americans.  Because  of  it's 
scope,  the  Home  Mission  depends  on  many  people,  from  those  who  write 
materials  to  those  who  crate  them  for  shipment  to  local  Baptists,  from  those  who 
teach  conversational  English  one-on-one  to  those  who  preach  evangelistic  sermons 
before  hundreds.  Each  individual  plays  an  integral  part  in  motivating  Southern 
Baptist  to  witness,  to  start  churches,  and  to  minister  to  human  needs. 

The  highlight  of  the  Missions  Section  year  was  the  beginning  of  1 180  new  missions 
and  churches.  Jack  Redford,  Church  Extention  Director,  says,  "Starting  new  chur- 
ches to  win,  minister  to,  and  support  persons  who  have  been  won  to  the  Lord  must  be 
the  cutting  edge."

Public  Affairs 

This  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and 
Public  Affairs.  Through  its  three  departments,  it  has  provided  a  variety  of  field  ser- 
vice events  and  educational  resources  for  North  Carolina  Baptist.  Associational 
Christian  Life  Committee  members  were  trained,  and  guidance  on  a  wide  range  of 
social  and  ethical  issues  was  furnished  to  churches  and  associations.

Seminary  Extention 

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  Seminary  Extention  center  provided  ministry 
training  opportunities  for  pastors  and  church  leaders  during  1982-1983  by  offering 
four  (4)  courses.  Total  enrollment  for  the  courses  was  54. 

Specific  courses  offered  included  NEW  TESTAMENT  PARTS  I.  II,  &  III, 
taught  by  Dr.  Gerald  Smith,  and  LIFE  AND  WORK  OF  BAPTISTS,  taught 
by  Dr.  Charles  Stafford.  Classes  met  weekly  for  two  hours  at  the  Cabarrus  Baptist 
Association's  office.  Dr.  Charles  Stafford  served  as  director  of  the  center. 

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  center  has  been  in  operation  since  1974.  Plans 
underway  for  1983-84  call  for  two  (2)  courses  to  be  offered  beginning  September  6, 
1983  and  two  (2)  courses  begining  January,  1984. 

A  highlight  of  the  center's  program  last  year  was  the  presentation  of  fifty-four  (54) 
certificates  of  completion  of  the  Seminary  Extention  Courses  offered. 

The  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  center  is  one  of  approximately  400  centers  af- 
filiated with  the  Seminary  Extention  Department  last  year.  The  S.E.D.  is  part  of  the 
Seminary  External  Education  Division,  jointly  sponsored  by  the  six  Southern  Baptist 
seminaries.  The  department  also  offers  correspondence  study  through  its  Indepen- 
dent Study  Institute. 

You  are  urged  to  consider  enrolling  in  some  of  the  courses  to  be  offered  for  the  year 
1983-83.

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Constitution 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories  in 
Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  following 
plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agen- 
cies, their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole 
world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching  of  the  New 
Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1 .  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  pastors 
and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  con- 
tinue in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  that  support 
the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  chur- 
ches into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Affiliated 
churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the 
Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or: 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or: 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association,  or: 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief  in 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit  a  writ- 
ten request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  at- 
titude, a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual 
Care,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the 
Association.  During  this  period,  members  of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  departs  from 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the 
Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be 
represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support  worthy  Associational  and  denomina- 
tional missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall  be  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the 
General  Board  that  if  their  failure  is  not  remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommen- 
dation shall  be  made  to  remove  said  church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds 
majority  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting. 
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ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 


Section  1 .  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks  notice  is 
given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One  ad- 
ditional messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the  annual  shall  only  in- 
clude these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent  and 
sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except  of 
an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Auditor  and  Parliamentarian,  Vice 
Treasurer  and  Media  Center  Director. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  1st  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
(Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 
No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association  may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Sec- 
tion 1  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  closing  of  the 
session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent 
upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry 
out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the 
Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  him- 
self after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions,  and  stewardship 
emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  Department,  the  Church 
Training  Department,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood  Depar- 
ment,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other  departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association 
or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of 
the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval  by  the  General  Board  at  its  third  quarterly 
meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same  manner  not  later  than 
September  1 .  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with  the  incumbent  workers  until  election  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  In  event  of  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  temporarily  by  the  departments  for  the  remainder  of  the  Associational  year. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving  ter- 
of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  each  year.  The 
expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational 
annual. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  -  GENERAL  BOARD 


The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  departments, 
(Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  members 
chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual 
report,  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Association.  The  General  Board  shall 
have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Con- 
stitution. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  meet  quarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  Association  at  its  Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call 
by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as  listed  in  Ar- 
ticle VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Con- 
cil  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The  Council 
shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the 
General  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  -  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing 
committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting  through  the 
following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one-third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  No  com- 
mittee member  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  same  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year 
following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed 
in  the  annual  together  with  their  terms  of  office.  All  committees  serve  equally  with  none  subordi- 
nate or  superior.  Each  committee  may  report  to  the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the 
association  as  regularly  scheduled  or  requested.

Section  2.  ANNUAL,  NON-ROTATING  COMMITTEES.  The  following  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting  to  serve  during  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

(1)  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  11) 

(2)  Committee  on  Enrollment  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  12) 


ARTICLE  XI  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 


"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indirec- 
ly  in  a  debt  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of  funds 
for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  mem- 
ber churches  by  any  department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any 
department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association 
without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 


This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed 
change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  voted  upon 
the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution. 


Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its 
deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  of 
the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a 
fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at  least  a  month 
before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual  Meetings  copies  of  the  digest 
of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the 
printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  an- 
nual, records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the 
General  Board  and  Associational  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the  association; 
disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  General  Board,  or  as  designated 
i  in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Board;  and  keep  books 
available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Association  in 
the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for  their  organization,  or 
as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associational  Music  Council  shall  have 
charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 


Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of  the  budget 
year.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  made  to  the  Association  not  later  than  the  May 
meeting  of  the  General  Board. 


ARTICLE  XII  -  AMENDMENTS 


Bylaws 


BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 
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Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 .  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and  the 
Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors 
at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the 
sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business  become  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee: 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  with  the  Moderator,  Finance  Com- 
mittee Chairman,  Missions  Committee  Chairman  as  ex-officio  members,  and  shall  meet  upon 
call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

This  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the 
General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the 
Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall  decisions  of  major  importance  be  made 
without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  committee  shall  make  a  complete  report  of 
any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  Meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters 
refered  to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters 
concerning  business  management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  director  of 
missions  in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
association,  or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  director  of  missions  according  to  Bylaw 
VII,  Section  One. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treasurer,  shall 
study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to  the 
Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the 
churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall,  when 
requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  a  candidate 
for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend  or- 
dination to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in  the  service  of 
ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact  before 
and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This  committee  shall  also 
nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  available  to 
study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review  ap- 
plications for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communication,  and  cooperation  among 
the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship 
problems. 
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Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up  and 
present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or  the 
Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  perform  the 
duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist  the  General  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occuring  between  sessions.  This  committee  shall 
also  name  the  chairman  of  each  committee. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recommend  the  preacher 
and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  prepare  for  and 
direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  direct 
the  operation  of  a  seminary  extension  center  within  the  Association  in  accordance  with 
procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as  directed  by  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  center,  and  assist  them  in  its 
promotion. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The  chairman  shall 
serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate,  plan  and  promote  activities 
for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each  church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to 
serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  encourage  the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each 
church  and  their  participation  in  associational  youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  develop  and 
maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Missions,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  with  the  W.M.U. 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio 
members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 
This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  of  the  work  of  the 
association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  beginning  new  work.  The  commit- 
tee shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  Christian  Ministries  Director  in 
formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mission  activities.  This 
committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  overall  mission  programs,  ac- 
tivities, and  actions  of  the  association. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to  all  em- 
ployed personnel  of  the  Association. 

a  -  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Association, 
or  its  General  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other  than  the  Director  of 
Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek 
proper  methods  of  correction. 

b  -  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  descriptions  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel  policies  re- 
lating to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  relating  to  employee- 
associational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  regarding  pay 
schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non-ministerial 
personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Association. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employment  of  non- 
ministerial  personnel. 
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(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper 
methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

BYLAW  V  -  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activities  of 
the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the  approval 
of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or  other 
securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under 
the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1 .  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Association  in  its  Annual  Meeting, 
or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  General  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relation- 
ship is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the  Association 
and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  -  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300  words  in 
length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting.

5.  The  Annual  Sermon  was  preached  by  Rev.  Warner  Bumgardner,  pastor  of  Jackson  Park 
Baptist  Church,  Kannapolis.  His  subject  was  "Who  Are  We,  and  Why  Are  We  Here?" 

6.  Mrs.  Wanda  Ritchie,  Chairman  of  Committee  on  Order  of  Business,  presented  the 
program  of  order  of  business,  moving  its  adoption.

9.  The  moderator  explained  briefly  the  history  of  the  two  gavels  which  the  moderator  uses: 
One  came  from  wood  from  the  Dr.  George  Truett  home  in  western  North  Carolina  and  the 
other  from  an  oak  tree  under  which  our  association  met  for  the  first  time,  located  at  Howell's 
Baptist  Church.

BYLAWS 

All  references  to  "Executive  Board"  shall  be  changed  to  read  "General  Board." 
Bylaw  IV,  Section  2  -  Delete:  Committee  on  Missions 
Replace  with:  "Executive  Committee" 
It  will  read: 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee: 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  member*  with  the  Moderator,  Finance  Com- 
mittee Chairman,  Mission  Development  Committee  Chairman  as  ex  officio  members,  and 
shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  as  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

(2)  This  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the 
General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the 
Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall  decisions  of  major  importance  be  made 
without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  committee  shall  make  a  complete  report  of 
any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  Meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters 
referred  to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters 
concerning  business  management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  director  of 
missions  in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(3)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
association,  or  its  General  Board,  for  election  of  a  new  director  of  missions  according  to  Bylaw 
VII,  Section  One. 

Section  17.  Delete  entire  section  and  replace  with  "Committee  on  Missions."  It  will  read: 
The  Committee  on  Missions,  composed  of  six(6)  members,  with  the  W.M.U.  Director, 
Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio  members, 
shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee.  This  com- 
mittee shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  the  work  of  the  association  and 
shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  beginning  new  work.  The  committee  shall  devise 
and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions  and  Christian  Ministries  Director  in  formulating 
short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mission  activities.  This  committee  shall 
serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  overall  mission  programs,  activities,  and  ac- 
tions of  the  association. 
Bylaw  VII,  Section  1. 

Change:  Committee  on  Missions  to  read  "Executive  Committee." 
It  will  read: 

Section  1 .  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Association  in  its  Annual  Meeting, 
or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  General  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relation- 
ship is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital  Report 

In  the  past  year  24,577  patients  were  admitted  to  Baptist  Hospital.  There  were  211,547  out- 
patient clinic  visitis  and  31,930  to  the  Emergency  Room.  Surgical  procedures  totaled  11,816  in- 
cluding 700  open  heart  operations  and  20  kidney  transplants. 

Several  clinical  advances  include:  the  developing  of  new  techniques  for  neurosurgery 
which  have  given  Baptist  Hospital  the  lowest  mortality  rate  for  these  injuries  of  any  center  in 
the  world;  improvements  in  perinatal  care  which  have  lowered  the  mmortality  rate  for  newborns; 
a  new  treatment  for  ruptured  vertebral  discs  which  alleviates  surgery  fro  many  such  patients; 
and  new  equipment  and  procedures  which  break  up  kidney  stones  by  the  use  of  ultrasound. 

The  School  of  Pastoral  Care  provided  clinical  pastoral  education  to  276  ministers  through  47 
clinical-pastoral  programs.  The  department  provided  more  than  22,000  hours  of  pastoral 
counseling.  This  program  was  supported  in  part  from  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
which  amounted  to  $515,556  during  the  past  year. 

The  Hospital  received  $351,801  through  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  A  total  of 
418  patients  received  financial  assistance.  Thus  the  Lord's  work  among  the  less  fortunate  and 
sick  is  carried  on  through  the  generosity  of  our  churches.

All 
departments  are  reporting  progress  in  growth  and  training.  Many  of  our  committees  have  been 
very  active. 

The  Missions  Committee,  under  the  direction  of  Ed  Hall,  has  taken  time  each  month  to 
study  the  ministries  the  Association  is  involved  in  and  where  we  can  continue  to  challenge  our 
churches  to  widen  their  vision  for  further  involvement. 

The  Christian  Ministries  Committee,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  James  Camp,  has 
reached  many  families  and  their  needs.  The  Facilities  Study  Committee  was  not  able  to  secure 
the  property  on  Highway  29;  however,  they  are  continuing  their  work  with  a  vision  of  the 
future. 

We  are  encouraged  by  the  good  reports,  and  the  challenge  each  one  brings  to  us.  The  Sun- 
day School,  under  the  leadership  of  James  Camp,  has  led  in  a  successful  Sunday  School 
Enlargement  Campaign.  Bobby  Seagroves  has  continued  to  challenge  us  in  Church  Training. 
He  also  reminded  us  that  churches  without  a  Church  Training  program  may  secure  free 
literature  up  to  $60.00  from  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 

Woman's  Missionary  Union,  under  the  leadership  of  Mrs.  Robert  Kluttz,  is  always  leading 
an  active  program  in  mission  study  and  activity,  and  as  always,  had  a  very  successful  and 
challenging  annual  meeting.  Baptist  Men's  work  under  the  leadership  of  Jim  Gillespie  has 
had  a  very  active  year  with  the  greatest  challenge  ever  placed  upon  Baptist  Men  in  North 
Carolina  during  the  tornado  disaster. 

Many  of  the  other  departments  are  reaching  out  to  our  churches  with  programs  of  training 
and  leadership.  (1)  Music,  under  the  leadership  of  Ryan  Forbes,  with  a  music  conference  at 
McGill  Avenue  on  September  24-25,  1984  (2)  TACMO,  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Hugh 
Price,  reports  that  the  Associational  Church  Media-Library  Organization  is  available  to  chur- 
ches in  our  Association  for  training  and  organization.  (3)  The  Evangelism  Committee  recom- 
mended to  the  Association  that  we  participate  in  the  1986  GOOD  NEWS  AMERICA 
Simultaneous  Revivals. 

One  of  the  highlights  of  the  Associational  year  for  Cabarrus  Baptists  has  been  making 
provision  for  the  AMERICAN  CHRISTIAN  TELEVISION  (ACTS)  to  be  available  to  chur- 
ches in  our  geographical  area.  To  enroll,  a  one  time  fee  of  $500.00  for  each  participating 
church  is  required. 

Under  the  leadership  of  Russell  Willis,  our  Association  continues  to  make  progress.  Many  of 
our  churches  are  joining  with  him  to  accomplish  the  work  God  has  called  us  to  do. 

It  has  been  an  exciting,  revealing,  and  rewarding  experience  serving  as  moderator  this  year, 
and  a  privilege  I  shall  long  remember.  Many  years  ago  when  I  accepted  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
as  my  Savior  and  Lord,  I  promised  Him  my  life  and  service.  This  will  continue  to  be  my 
promise  until  He  calls  me  home. 

May  God  continue  to  bless  all  of  our  churches  and  pastors  who  lead  them,  and  may  you  also 
commit  your  talents  to  Him,  and  His  continued  work.

Baptist  Children's  Homes 

The  Charlotte  Family  Service  Center  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  stands  ready  to 
provide  services  to  our  families.  Our  churches  have  more  troubled  families  today  than  at  any 
time  in  the  history  of  the  church.  We  need  to  call  on  Steve  Hoffman,  the  Driector,  and  his  staff 
to  assist  with  many  of  our  family  problems  that  relate  to  children  in  one  way  or  another. 

Placement  of  a  child  on  one  of  our  campuses  is  no  longer  the  major  function  of  your  Baptist 
Children's  Homes.  The  major  emphasis  and  function  of  this  agency  is  to  keep  families 
together  in  their  home  and  enable  the  church  to  meet  the  child's  social  and  spiritual  needs. 
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When  the  needs  of  the  child  and  his  family  is  such  that  placement  is  best  for  the  child,  it  would 
be  only  for  such  time  as  needed  to  reach  the  goals  of  the  child  and  family. 

There  are  some  special  programs  available  that  more  of  our  churches  need  to  enable  their 
families  to  take  advantage  of  in  the  future.  The  Unwed  Mothers  Home  is  available  when  a 
family  finds  the  need  for  such  a  service.  If  families  find  that  child  needs  a  place  to  live  outside 
the  home  for  a  short  time,  the  Emergency  Care  staff  stands  ready  to  help.  Families  are 
breaking  down  and  professional  guidance  may  be  needed  for  the  children  and  parents  to  han- 
dle the  matter.  At  times  when  families  have  problems  such  as  these  there  is  usually  a  financial 
problem  and  this  is  another  reason  to  call  on  our  children's  home. 

A  child  may  be  having  difficulty  in  school  and  be  pushing  the  family  to  the  breaking  point; 
there  is  nothing  in  our  community  to  meet  this  child's  needs.  This  agency  has  a  specialized 
program  that  can  meet  such  a  child's  needs.  One  will  never  know  unless  you  ask  for  help  from 
our  Children's  Homes  staff. 

We  cannot  expect  our  Children's  Homes  to  meet  the  needs  of  our  children  if  we  do  not  call 
on  them  and  open  the  possibility  for  this  professional  staff  to  be  used  by  our  people.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Homes,  Inc.  Report 

The  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina  are  one  of  the  three  Social  Service 
ministries  of  the  State  Convention.  A  staff  of  over  200  persons  provide  care  for  an  average  oc- 
cupancy of  242  residents.  President  Bill  Poole  has  been  in  his  leadership  role  for  almost  24 
years.  He  will  retire  in  October,  1985. 

The  Baptist  Retirement  Home's  operational  expenses  have  exceeded  three  million  dollars 
for  the  past  two  fiscal  years.  During  the  fiscal  year  ending  September  30,  1983,  almost  one 
million  dollars  of  care  was  provided  for  residents  with  limited  financial  resources.  The  North 
Carolina  Missions  Offering  and  Co-operative  Program  support  from  Baptist  State  Convention 
church  families  provided  nearly  70  percent  of  the  monies  needed  to  cover  the  Homes' 
benevolent  care.  The  remainder  of  the  benevolent  care  monies  comes  from  dividends,  interest, 
special  gifts,  estates  and  trusts. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  Homes'  history,  a  state-wide  capital  funds  campaign  has  been  un- 
dertaken. An  effort  is  being  made  to  raise  2*/2  million  dollars  through  the  "A  Call  to  Remember" 
campaign.  These  funds  will  be  used  to  renovate  and  update  the  Hayes  Home  facility. 

Baptists  need  to  remember  that  the  growing  segment  of  our  population  is  the  65  plus  group. 
Baptists  will  want  to  continue  to  be  on  the  cutting  edge  of  an  effective  ministry  with  this 
growing  group  of  individuals.  Through  our  continued  support,  the  work  of  dedicated  trustees, 
and  the  continued  effective  service  of  the  staff,  our  network  of  Homes  can  be  the  hope  for 
many  older  people  in  our  state. 

On  May  31,  1984,  there  were  over  25  vacancies  in  the  Homes.  Please  encourage  persons 
thinking  about  retirement  living  in  the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  to  make  an  application.

Seminary  Extension  Report 

Baptist  associations  have  been  involved  in  the  education  of  the  ministry  for  more  than  200 
years.  One  of  our  Baptist  leaders,  historian  Walter  Shurden,  said  that  "the  Association  was  a 
catalyst  for  creativity  in  educating  the  Baptist  ministry,"  long  before  seminaries  or  national 
conventions  came  into  existence. 


Cabarrus  Association  continues  this  tradition  of  education  for  the  minister  by  offering  one 
or  more  Seminary  Extension  courses  during  both  fall  and  winter  semester  periods.  The  latest 
course  offered  is  "Hosea,"  taught  by  Richard  Porter,  pastor  of  Bethlehem  Baptist  Church  in 
Concord.  On  Tuesday,  September  11,  1984,  seven  students  enrolled  for  a  16  week  study  of  this 
Old  Testament  course.  The  next  course,  tentatively  scheduled  for  early  January,  1985,  will 
depend  upon  the  needs  of  the  larger  number  of  students  who  are  working  toward  their 
Seminary  Extension  diplomas.  William  Guthrie,  pastor  of  Kerr  Street  Baptist  Church,  will 
teach  the  course. 

Pastors  and  laypeople  are  invited  and  urged  to  enroll  in  these  SED  classes.  The  rewards  can 
be  quite  significant  for  all. 

For  your  information:  Each  student  in  the  Seminary  Extension  Class  convention-wide 
averages  taking  \  Vi  courses  per  year.  Each  year  about  85  percent  of  the  Seminary  Extension  Cen- 
ters are  ongoing  centers.  Each  center  offers  about  IVi  courses  per  year.  Three  out  of  four  cour- 
ses taught  in  extension  centers  are  in  the  College-level  Series.  Centers  average  about  18  students 
per  year,  and  a  total  enrollment  of  33  per  year,  which  amounts  to  over  400  full-time  students  in 
SED  Centers  in  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  associations.  You  are  encouraged  to  make 
Cabarrus  above  the  average.

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NC/TOGO  Partnership  Report 


Partners  in  Wholeness,  the  NC/Togo  Partnership,  is  well  into  the  first  of  its  three  and  a 
half  years.  Begun  with  the  vote  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention  last  November,  the  Partner- 
ship involves  North  Carolina  Baptists,  the  Foreign  Mission  Board,  Baptist  missionaries  in 
Togo,  and  the  Togolese  Baptist  Association. 

Togo  is  a  small  country  on  the  coast  of  West  Africa,  located  next  to  Ghana  and  near  Nigeria. 
It  is  fairly  typical  of  countries  in  the  Third  World,  those  developing  countries  where  there  is 
much  poverty  and  many  needs. 

The  Partnership  is  located  in  the  Upper  Ogou  Region  of  Togo.  This  is  a  very  poor  area, 
where  life  expectancy  is  only  38  years  and  50  %  of  the  children  die  before  they  reach  the  age  of  six. 

Several  factors  contribute  to  this  situation.  Water  is  a  major  problem.  Women,  whose 
responsibility  it  is  to  obtain  water,  often  must  walk  many  miles  to  a  well  or  stream.  Sadly,  even 
that  water  is  usually  contaminated  with  parasites.  During  the  dry  season  which  lasts  for  six 
months,  water  may  not  be  available  for  crops  or  animals.  Water  problems  are  compounded  by 
poor  nutrition.  While  adequate  quantities  of  food  may  be  available,  the  traditional  Togolese 
diet  is  very  high  in  starch  and  low  in  protein. 

All  of  this  is  made  even  worse  by  the  lack  of  basic  health  information  or  simple  medical  care. 
Common  childhood  diseases,  which  would  be  easily  thrown  off  by  most  American  children, 
can  be  fatal  in  Togo.  Many  of  these  diseases,  like  measles,  could  be  prevented  by  inoculations, 
if  only  they  were  available.  Poor  health  information  leads  to  more  deaths.  For  example,  the 
traditional  "cure"  for  childhood  diarrhea  is  to  ivithold  fluids.  This  seemingly  logical  response 
of  course,  speeds  dehydration  and  hastens  death. 

The  Upper  Ogou  is  also  an  area  with  deep  spiritual  needs.  The  primary  religion  is  animism 
or  fetishism,  the  traditional  worship  of  many  spirits.  Until  last  fall,  the  only  other  Christian 
work  in  the  region  was  at  two  small  Catholic  missions.  Even  the  Moslems,  strong  in  many  parts 
of  Africa,  have  only  one  small  mosque  in  the  area.  Last  fall,  Baptist  missionaries  and  Togolese 
Baptist  preachers  led  an  evangelistic  crusade  in  which  nearly  400  were  saved  and  six  preaching 
stations  were  established.  In  an  area  in  which  the  primary  religion  is  based  on  fear,  the  good 
news  of  Christ,  with  its  message  of  hope  and  joy,  is  falling  on  fertile  ground. 

The  Partnership  seeks  to  address  these  many  needs.  Central  to  the  project  is  a  Community 
Learning  Center,  now  being  built  at  the  village  of  Moretan.  This  center  will  consist  of  a 
classroom,  eating  facilities,  and  several  traditional  Togolese  huts,  built  of  mud  bricks  with 
thatched  roofs.  The  huts  will  have  small,  though  significant,  improvements.  For  example,  the 
windows  will  be  screened.  John  Moore,  former  director  of  missions  in  the  South  Roanoke 
Association,  is  serving,  with  his  wife  Julia,  as  the  host  for  North  Carolina  volunteers  in  Lome, 
the  capital  city.  He  reported  what  happened  at  the  partnership  site  when  some  of  the  first  local 
people  saw  the  window  screens.  "They  had  never  seen  screens,"  he  wrote,  "but  recognized  im- 
mediately what  they  were  for,  and  expressed  amazement  that  now  one  could  have  the  breeze 
blow  through  the  house  without  the  flies." 

The  Community  Learning  Center,  when  completed,  will  be  a  site  to  which  people  from 
nearby  villages  can  come  to  learn  better  nutrition,  improved  agricultural  techniques  (such  as 
crop  rotation),  simple  health  education,  and  other  ways  to  improve  their  lives  and  health.  It 
will  also  be  a  place  where  the  Togolese  can  experience  the  love  of  God  as  it  is  expressed  in  word 
and  in  deed  by  North  Carolina  volunteers  and  others  working  there. 

Other  parts  of  the  Partnership  are  addressing  other  needs.  The  boys  at  Camp  Caraway  this 
summer  gave  their  offerings  to  provide  inoculations  for  Togolese  children.  Volunteers  will  go 
to  give  these  shots.  The  Foreign  Mission  Board  has  bought  a  well  drilling  rig  and  plans  to  drill 
deep  wells  in  many  villages.  Volunteers  will  operate  the  rig  and  teach  the  Togolese  to  use  it. 
Plans  are  being  drawn  to  build  a  bridge  across  the  Mono  River,  which  cuts  Upper  Ogou  off 
from  the  rest  of  Togo  during  the  rainy  season.  Volunteers  have  worked  to  plan  the  bridge  and 
help  to  build  it.  Literacy  training  will  enable  the  people  to  help  themselves  and  will  open  the 
Bible  to  them.  Volunteers  will  go  as  literacy  teachers. 

Currently,  construction  is  well  under  way  on  the  Community  Learning  Center.  Six  huts 
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have  been  completed  and  four  more  are  under  construction.  Two  missionary  families,  who 
will  continue  to  live  in  Moretan,  have  moved  to  that  area.  A  home  for  one  family  has  been 
completed;  a  second  is  under  way.  At  the  time  of  this  writing  (September  5),  26  North  Carolina 
Baptists  have  been  to  Togo  as  volunteers. 

Please  pray  for  career  missionaries  in  Togo,  for  North  Carolina  volunteers,  for  the  new 
Togolese  Baptists,  for  the  people  of  Upper  Ogou,  and  for  all  in  North  Carolina  who  work  to 
make  the  Partnership  possible.  Indeed,  we  are  co-laborers  with  Christ,  partners  in  bringing 
wholeness  to  tb  *  people  of  Togo,  ministering  in  the  name  of  the  One  who  seeks  to  make  each  of 
us  whole. 

Evangelism  Report 

The  command  to  "Go  ye  into  all  the  world  and  preach  the  Gospel  to  every  creature"  is  still 
relevant  for  us  today.  The  year  1983-1984  has  opened  a  door  for  Cabarrus  Baptist  to  help  carry 
out  that  command.  We  started  the  year  with  an  afternoon  Associational  Conference  on 
Evangelism  with  guest  speakers  Thad  Dowdle  from  Lenoir,  and  Wayne  Bristow  from  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board  in  Richmond,  Virginia. 

The  plans  for  our  participation  in  the  Partnership  Evangelism  Campaign  in  Guatemala  are 
moving  right  along.  The  dates  for  that  mission  are  March  6-16,  1985.  There  are  several  of  our 
churches  involved  with  both  pastors  and  laymen  making  plans  to  go.  We  must  join  together  in 
prayer  for  them  as  they  go.  The  churches  are  being  prepared  under  the  leadership  of  Wayne 
Bristow  and  our  Director  of  Missions,  Russell  Willis. 

Throughout  the  year  many  churches  have  been  in  revival  meetings  and  have  given  good 
reports.  We  will  do  well  to  place  a  higher  priority  on  reaching  out  in  an  evangelistic  effort  to 
reach  the  people  of  our  area.

Brotherhood  Report 

Lay  persons  seem  to  be  experiencing  a  deeper  spiritual  commitment  and  a  deep  concern  for 
the  work  of  the  church.  Consequently,  churches  have  an  unusual  opportunity  to  capitalize  on 
the  renewed  interest  and  action  of  laymen.  In  doing  so,  churches  can  help  men  become  better 
church  members  and  more  effective  Christians  wherever  they  go. 

Involving  men  and  boys  in  mission  is  one  of  the  greatest  challenges  facing  Southern  Baptist 
churches.  Laymen  are  being  challenged  by  the  spiritual  and  physical  needs  of  people 
throughout  the  world  and  are  becoming  involved  in  mission-evangelism.  Evidences  of  this  in- 
volvement are  demonstrated  by  growing  participation  of  men  in  mission  action  projects  both  in 
their  communities  and  in  other  parts  of  the  nation  and  world.  Also,  there  is  growing  par- 
ticipation in  lay  evengelism,  disaster  relief,  renewal,  and  men's  mission  work  in  the  churches. 

Just  this  summer  our  men  and  boys  participated  in  disaster  relief  following  the  tornados  that 
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ripped  through  our  state.  Also,  some  of  our  men  have  helped  with  church  building  in  West 
Virginia  and  with  remodeling  a  portion  of  our  Baptist  Assembly  at  Caswell. 

Boys  also  are  becoming  more  involved  in  missions.  They  are  recognizing  that  God  has  given 
them  talents  and  that  He  has  purpose  for  their  lives.  Several  of  our  Royal  Ambassador  chapters 
have  been  involved  this  year  in  community  mission  projects.  Three  young  men  in  our 
association  who  are  known  to  have  received  special  recognition  for  accomplishments  this  year 
are:  Byron  Willis  of  McGill  Avenue  Baptist  Church  and  Steve  Barbee  of  North  Kannapolis 
Baptist  Church  attained  the  highest  level  of  achievement  for  Royal  Ambassadors,  that  of  the 
National  Service  Aide  Award.  E.J.  Creed  of  Mt.  Pleasant  First  Baptist  Church  won  the  first 
place  award  for  softball  throw  at  the  State  R.A.  Track  Meet  held  at  Gardner  Webb  College.

American  Bible  Society  Report 

Southern  Baptists  have  played  an  indispensable  part  in  distributing  Bibles  through  the 
American  Bible  Society  during  the  year  1983.  More  than  497  million  copies  of  Scripture  -  from 
whole  Bibles  to  single  selections  -  found  their  way  into  the  homes  of  nearly  every  country  on 
earth.  Some  of  these  were  translated  into  the  language  of  the  people  for  the  first  time. 

As  part  of  our  world  mission  outreach  it  is  our  desire  to  make  available  ample  supplies  of 
Scriptures  at  affordable  prices.  The  American  Bible  Society  is  doing  that  and  we,  as  Southern 
Baptists  are  helping.  Some  examples: 

IN  ZAIRE,  Scripture  distribution  has  shown  a  74.7  percent  increase  in  1983,  with  many  of 
these  being  New  Reader  Scriptures. 

IN  KENYA,  the  New  Testament  has  been  translated  into  the  Maasai  language,  which  is 
spoken  by  nearly  a  quarter  of  a  million  people. 
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IN  BRAZIL,  the  Bible  Society  is  making  Scriptures  available  to  thousands  of  new  readers. 

HERE  IN  THE  UNITED  STATES,  Scripture  distribution  by  the  American  Bible  Society 
reached  a  total  of  over  126  million  Bibles,  Testaments  and  Selections.  Many  of  these  Scriptures 
are  being  used  in  ministry  to  ethnic  groups  in  this  country,  being  translated  into  their  native 
language. 

Despite  worldwide  advances  in  combating  illiteracy,  there  are  still  more  than  800  million 
people  who  can  neither  read  nor  write.  That  figure  will  increase  unless  new-literates  are  given 
something  to  read.  American  Bible  Society  is  working  diligently  with  Bible  Societies  around 
the  world  to  bring  God's  Word  to  all  men,  women  and  children  who  are  able  to  begin  to  read 
of  His  love.  The  New  Reader  Scriptures  will  help  them  to  be  able  to  eventually  read  the  com- 
plete Bible  for  themselves. 

For  new  Christians,  for  all  those  who  already  are  followers  of  Christ  and  need  their  own 
Scriptures,  and  for  the  millions  throughout  the  world  who  are  yet  unreached,  the  American 
Bible  Society  hopes  most  earnestly  for  the  continued  and  increased  support  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention.  In  1983,  this  support  amounted  to  $324,327.00  or  approximately  $.02  per 
member  for  the  year.  We  pray  that  the  ministry  we  share  will  grow  in  strength,  as  we  work 
together  to  make  God's  Word  known,  loved,  and  lived  throughout  the  world.

Annuity  Board  Report 

The  Annuity  Board  is  people  helping  people.  The  motto  is  "Serving  Those  Who  Serve  the 
Lord."  It  provides  relief  assistance,  insurance  benefits  and  annuities  to  active,  retired,  or 
disabled  Southern  Baptist  missionaries,  ministers,  their  widows  and  orphans.  As  the  board  has 
grown  there  has  been  added  the  Memorial  Fund  and  the  Endowment  Department. 

The  Investment  Division  reports  record  earnings  on  what  we  have  invested,  premium  in- 
come has  increased  to  a  new  high,  insurance  and  retirement  benefits  paid  have  increased  over 
1982  and  the  work  of  the  Church  Pension  Study  Committee  has  resulted  in  a  new  Church  An- 
nuity Plan  which  will  become  effective  for  Southern  Baptist  ministers  and  church  employees 
on  January  1,  1988. 

A  record  number  of  1,412  persons  retired  in  1983.  869  took  normal  retirement  (65  and  over), 
99  persons  retired  disabled,  121  retirement  members  died,  and  323  people  took  early 
retirement.  Total  retirement  and  relief  benefits  paid  in  1983  were  $31,802,151. 

Total  assets  administered  by  the  board  (including  the  retirement  funds  and  the  insurance 
reserves)  as  of  December  31,  1983  were  $1,251,643,084.  Investment  income  increased  29  million 
dollars  in  1983  to  close  the  year  with  $145,000,000.  Earnings  in  the  equities  totaled 
$52,679,000,  an  increase  of  23  percent  over  1982.  Insurance  contract  investments  constituted 
$50,918,000,  while  real  estate  investments  earned  $14,246,000.  Bond  earnings  increased  five 
million  dollars  to  close  the  year  with  $25,863,000.  The  total  earnings  for  the  cash  pool  were 
$2,294.00. 

You  are  in  "good  hands"  with  the  Annuity  Board.  Those  ministers,  churches,  and  church 
employees  not  already  participating  are  urged  to  consider  seriously  making  application  for 
participation  real  soon.  You  will  be  glad  you  did.

College  students  by  this  time  have  already  returned  to  their  respective  schools.  Many  of  them 
are  students  at  one  or  another  of  our  Baptist  colleges  or  universities.  Here  the  great  majority  of 
them  will  begin  or  continue  their  preparation  for  a  full-time  ministry  in  one  of  our  Baptist 
churches  or  in  missionary  service,  both  at  home  and  abroad.  Some  of  these  students  are  a  part 
of  our  local  churches  in  the  Cabarrus  Association. 

We  can  rest  assured  of  the  quality  of  their  education,  of  their  being  taught  by  Christian 
teachers  and  professors.  Our  Baptist  schools  are  of  the  highest  caliber,  and  are  not  in  the 
business  of  seeking  to  shake  or  to  try  the  faith  of  the  students.  They  only  attempt  to  present  the 
materials  to  students  to  give  them  the  opportunity  to  make  up  their  own  minds  about  the  truth. 
Whether  they  have  faith  before  they  register  in  one  of  the  institutions  of  higher  education 
depends  upon  us  who  are  leaders  in  the  churches  and  their  response  to  the  truth  that  we  attempt 
to  present  to  them  in  order  to  give  them  a  sound  and  firm  basis  upon  which  to  grow  in  Christ  as 
they  receive  new  information  and  facts.  In  this  way  they  can  become  the  Christian  leaders  that 
we  seem  to  expect  them  to  become. 

The  gist  of  this  report  is  simply  that  we  must  support  both  the  students  and  the  Baptist 
schools  with  our  earnest  prayers  and  our  dollars.  We  also  need  to  keep  in  touch  with  the  school 
leaders,  which  is  one  of  the  best  ways  to  assure  ourselves  and  our  posterity  of  continued  ex- 
cellence in  Christian  higher  education.  You  are  urged  to  give  this  kind  of  support.

Church  Training  Report 

The  year  1983-84  has  been  a  good  one  in  Church  Training  for  our  association.  This  past 
year  our  emphasis  has  been  on  "Bringing  Together  Belief  and  Behavior."  In  October, 
November,  and  December  of  1983  the  curriculum  for  the  adults,  youth,  and  older  children's 
materials  centered  on  the  great  doctrines  of  our  faith. 

On  November  21,  1983,  we  had  our  annual  associational  "M"  Night  in  the  Rodgers  Park 
Baptist  Church  with  102  people  present.  Mr.  Randy  Kilby,  of  the  Gardner  Webb  College  ad- 
ministrative staff,  spoke  to  us.  Shadybrook  had  the  largest  number  present,  51,  with  34.6  per- 
cent of  their  Church  Training  Enrollment  present.  Franklin  Heights  had  19  present  or  15.83 
percent  of  their  enrollment  present.  Pitts  had  17  present  or  13  percent  of  their  enrollment 
present. 

On  March  10,  1984,  we  had  our  annual  association  Youth  Night  in  the  Wil-Mar  Park  Bap- 
tist Church  with  138  people  present.  A  youth  choir  from  First  Baptist  Charlotte  presented  a 
program  of  music  that  challenged  all  present. 

On  May  6,  we  had  our  associational  Church  Training  Tournament  in  the  Royal  Oaks  Bap- 
tist Church  at  1:30  p.m.  We  had  several  in  the  Children's  Bible  Drill  and  two  in  the  Youth 
Bible  Drill  to  participate  and  then  go  on  to  Asheboro  to  the  State  Finals. 

The  Curriculum  Theme  for  1984-85  is  "Bringing  Together  Evangelism  and  Missions."  The 
second  annual  Dynamic  Doctrines  Study  will  be  for  the  adults,  youth,  and  older  children  in 
October,  November,  and  December  of  1984.* We  want  to  encourage  all  our  churches  to  engage 
in  this  three  months  study  of  the  great  doctrines  of  our  faith.  Your  church  may  not  have  an 
organized  church  training  program  but  you  can  still  participate  by  selecting  your  leaders  and 
ordering  your  literature.  The  Doctrinal  study  for  1985  will  be  "The  Doctrine  of  Christ"  by 
Frank  Stagg.  We  encourage  all  our  churches  to  provide  this  study  for  the  spring  of  1985. 

An  organized  and  functioning  Church  Training  Program  will  strengthen  the  other 
programs  in  your  church.  In  the  fourth  chapter  of  Ephesians,  the  apostle  Paul  challenged  the 
early  Christians  to  train,  learn,  and  become  developing  believers.  Discipleship  training  is  not 
an  option  if  we  would  follow  and  obey  Jesus.  Is  your  church  doing  the  best  you  can  to  train 
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believers  in  Christ  for  Christian  service?  Call  upon  your  associational  church  training  workers 
for  help  and  they  will  gladly  help  your  church  in  every  way  possible.

History  was  made  last  year  when  the  Biblical  Recorder,  fourth  oldest  of  the  35  state  Baptist 
papers  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  celebrated  150  years  of  Baptist  papers  in  North 
Carolina.  And  history  was  made  again  in  1984  when  for  the  first  time  in  more  than  72  years, 
the  Recorder  moved  into  its  own  building,  becoming  the  fourth  state  paper  to  have  its  own 
building. 

The  business  of  the  Biblical  Recorder  is  the  Lord's  business !  The  purpose  of  the  Recorder  is 
to  inform,  indoctrinate,  enlist,  inspire  and  provide  a  forum  for  unity  in  the  fellowship  as  we 
fulfill  the  Great  Commission. 

There  are  tensions  in  the  Baptist  family,  partly  produced  by  the  world  conditions  in  which 
we  operate,  and  Baptists  need  a  forum  where  differing  views  can  be  expressed.  Many  so-called 
Baptist  papers  provide  only  one  point  of  view;  they  do  not  permit  an  exchange  of  ideas  and 
perspectives.  The  Biblical  Recorder  does  and  must  always  serve  all  the  Baptists  of  our 
fellowship. 

"Every  true  Baptist  believer  a  faithful  Recorder  reader"  sounds  like  an  impossible  dream 
but  we  have  set  that  as  a  goal  for  the  ministry  of  the  paper  which  from  its  beginning  was 
designed  to  serve  the  cause  of  Christ  by  serving  all  of  His  people,  not  just  a  limited  few.  We  are 
grateful  for  the  support  we  have  received  across  the  years  and  request  your  continued  prayers, 
support  and  readership.  We  continue  our  march  toward  making  the  Biblical  Recorder  the  best 
state  Baptist  paper  in  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Tar  Heel  Baptists  deserve  no  less!

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation  Report 


In  the  midst  of  our  attention  to  space  exploration,  adventures  of  science  fiction  per- 
sonalities, and  the  real-life  exploits  of  astronauts,  the  lovable  character,  "E.T."  was  born.  He 
became  the  object  of  our  sympathy  and  affection,  as  well  as  the  source  of  revenue  for  his 
creators.  For  the  North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation,  the  letters,  "E.T."  have  taken  on 
another  and  especially  significant  meaning  during  the  year  1983-84.  The  most  exciting  new 
idea  was  the  creation  of  the  Endowment  Trust  -  Everybody's  Trust.  It  is  now  possible  for  prac- 
tically every  adult  in  our  churches  to  participate  in  sustained  support  of  Baptist  work  through 
a  perpetual  trust.  Each  of  us  wishes  we  could  continue  our  witness  forever.  We  know  that  we 
should  plan  for  such  continuing  witness.  And  now  each  of  us  can  participate  in  permanent 
support  of  our  particular  Baptist  interest. 

The  Endowment  Trust  you  create  may  be  started  with  as  small  a  gift  as  $25.00.  You  may  add 
a  tax  deductible  gift  to  it  as  often  as  you  wish,  in  whatever  amount  you  wish.  When  the  prin- 
cipal attains  a  minimum  which  you  predetermine,  (usually  $1,000),  then  the  income  earned  is 
distributed  to  the  Baptist  cause  which  you  have  also  predetermined.  The  income  will  be  paid 
every  year,  after  year,  after  year  -  forever ! 

The  potential?  If  friends  of  just  one-half  the  members  of  our  churches  who  die  each  year 
should  place  their  memorial  gifts  in  Endowment  Trusts  to  honor  those  persons,  we  could  in- 
crease the  support  base  of  Baptist  work  by  six  million  dollars  each  year ! 

If  1,000  of  us  with  vision  should  honor  retiring  pastors  or  faithful  church  leaders,  or 
recognize  the  birthdays  of  venerable  members  with  Endowment  Trusts,  that  would  place  one 
million  dollars  in  trust  for  Baptist  causes ! 

Rapidly  increasing,  and  very  evident  in  this  past  year,  is  the  service  rendered  as  executor  of 
estates  and  through  exercising  power  of  attorney.  This  is  a  service  which  the  Foundation  hap- 
pily affords  and  which  will  soon  be  expanded  when  a  staff  person  will  be  assigned  this  respon- 
sibility. 

The  Foundation  exists  to  help  you  discover  ways  to  demonstrate  your  own  commitment 
through  planned  stewardship  of  those  resources  which  you  leave  after  life  on  earth  ceases.

Public  Affairs  Report 

This  has  been  an  extremely  busy  year  for  the  Council  on  Christian  Life  and  Public  Affairs. 
Through  its  three  departments,  it  has  provided  a  variety  of  field  service  events  and  educational 
resources  for  North  Carolina  Baptists.  Associational  Christian  Life  committee  members  were 
trained  and  guided  on  a  wide  range  of  social  and  ethical  issues  was  furnished  to  churches  and 
associations.  June  was  promoted  as  World  Hunger  Month,  and  our  churches  increased  their 
giving  significantly  over  that  of  1983.  The  Council  made  available  bulletin  inserts,  posters, 
world  hunger  calendars,  and  hunger  banks,  in  addition  to  free  offering  envelopes. 

The  director  of  the  Department  of  Christian  Family  Life  has  led  many  family  life  events 
throughout  the  year,  including  associational  or  church-wide  conferences,  marriage  retreats, 
and  single  adult  emphases.  Two  Family  Life  Conference  presentations  on  marriage  and  paren- 
ting were  videotaped  for  use  by  the  churches  of  the  convention  through  the  Communications 
Department. 

The  Department  of  Aging  has  continued  to  expand  its  ministry  with  senior  adults  across  the 
state.  Twelve  workshops  were  conducted  with  more  than  500  persons  in  attendance  from  180 
different  churches  representing  42  associations. 

The  Department  of  Christian  Citizenship  has  centered  on  two  types  of  activities:  voter 
registration  and  legislative  information.  Voter  registration  and  turnout  remain  low.  In  the 
May  primaries,  for  example,  only  about  a  third  of  the  North  Carolinians  of  voting  age  went  to 
the  polls.

It  was  further  noted  that  fifty-four  (54)  of  our  sixty-eight  (68)  churche  contribute  something 
to  the  cooperative  program  and  that  fifty-eight  (58)  contribute  to  Associational  Missions. 

A  church's  spiritual  growth  can  almost  always  be  charted  by  its  commitment  to  Christian 
giving.  May  we  give  "Till  Missions  Know."

Norman  Brisson,  who  served  a  number  of  years  as  the  Associational  Sunday  School  Director, 
did  an  excellent  job  setting  up  the  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign  for  April  7-15,  1984. 

The  preparation  for  the  campaign  began  as  the  new  year  came  in  with  three  well  attended 
meetings  at  Royal  Oaks  Baptist  Church.  A  large  number  of  our  churches  were  represented  at 
these  meetings.  When  the  Enlargement  Campaign  kicked  off  on  April  7th,  fifteen  churches 
were  ready  to  move  out.  On  SUPER  SUNDAY,  four  of  these  churches  reached  their  goals  for 
enrollment  and  attendance,  and  these  fifteen  churches  are  still  working  on  the  recommen- 
dations presented  by  the  church  directors. 

Our  Associational  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  was  held  at  Parkwood  on  May  1  both  in  the 
morning  and  evening  with  training  for  all  ages.  A  total  of  209  persons  took  part  in  the 
training. 

On  May  22,  Key  Leadership  Conference  at  North  Kannapolis  Baptist  Church  was  attended 
by  28  general  officers  of  the  Sunday  Schools.  The  group  adopted  the  idea  of  having  a  Sunday 
School  Directors  meeting  once  each  quarter  at  the  associational  office.  The  first  such  meeting 
is  planned  for  October  16  at  7:30  p.m. 

Plans  are  underway  for  our  Sunday  School  Preparation  Week  Training  on  September  17-18 
at  First  Baptist  Churh,  Concord. There  will  be  a  session  for  all  ages,  and  on  Monday  night 
there  will  be  training  for  all  outreach  leaders.  The  theme  is  "Til  Millions  Know." 

During  1984-85  we  will  follow  up  our  Sunday  School  Enlargement  Campaign  and  work  on 
"Our  Growth  is  Built  on  the  Basics."  Two  more  individuals  are  needed  for  each  age  group.  At 
the  present  time  we  are  short  a  preschool  worker.  We  are  working  toward  having  8.5  million 
people  enrolled  in  Sunday  School  on  the  first  Sunday  of  October  1985.

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Constitution 


Preamble 

We,  the  members  of  Baptist  churches  in  Cabarrus  County  and  adjacent  territories  in 
Mecklenburg,  Stanly,  and  Rowan  Counties,  State  of  North  Carolina,  do  hereby  propose  to 
establish  and  maintain  the  order  and  rules  of  an  Association  in  conformity  to  the  following 
plan: 

ARTICLE  I  -  NAME 

The  name  of  this  body  is  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association. 

ARTICLE  II  -  PURPOSE 

The  object  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  devise  and  recommend  measures  for  increasing  the 
intelligence  and  spiritual  power  of  the  churches,  and  for  developing  and  directing  their  agen- 
cies, their  resources  and  gifts  in  advancing  the  Redeemer's  Kingdom  throughout  the  whole 
world. 

The  means  of  accomplishing  this  shall  be  in  strict  conformity  with  the  teaching  of  the  New 
Testament. 

ARTICLE  III  -  MEMBERSHIP 

Section  1 .  The  Association  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association,  and  pastors 
and  messengers  from  churches  affiliated  with  it.  Affiliated  churches  shall  be  those  which  con- 
tinue in  Baptist  faith  and  practice,  and  that  cooperate  with  the  Association,  and  that  support 
the  Association  and  the  agencies  of  the  state  and  Southern  Baptist  Convention. 

Section  2.  The  Association  shall  be  the  sole  judge  of  its  membership  and  may  receive  chur- 
ches into  its  fellowship,  or  reject  churches,  according  to  its  Constitution  and  Bylaws.  Affiliated 
churches  may  also  withdraw  as  they  desire.  For  a  body  to  be  considered  for  membership  in  the 
Association,  it  must: 

(1)  Be  a  church  applying  from  a  sister  Association,  coming  in  good  standing,  or: 

(2)  A  mission  established  by  a  current  member  church,  or: 

(3)  A  body  guided  from  its  beginning  by  a  cooperating  relationship  with  the  Missions  Com- 
mittee of  the  Association,  or: 

(4)  An  established  church  desiring  affiliation,  giving  satisfactory  evidence  of  their  belief  in 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice. 

Section  3.  Churches  desiring  to  affiliate  with  this  body  shall  apply  and  shall  submit  a  writ- 
ten request  to  the  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  at  least  60  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association.  If  recommended  unanimously  by  this  committee  and  accepted  by  a  majority 
vote  of  the  Association,  the  church  shall  agree  to  come  under  the  watchcare  of  the  Association 
for  a  sufficient  time  to  satisfy  the  Association  of  its  intent  to  continue,  through  practice  and  at- 
titude, a  cooperating  Baptist  church.  Upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Committee  on  Mutual 
Care,  acceptance  with  the  fellowship  of  the  Association  shall  be  confirmed  by  vote  of  the 
Association.  During  this  period,  members  of  such  churches  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  and 
privileges  of  the  Association,  except  holding  office  and  voting. 

Section  4.  The  Association  shall  not  maintain  fellowship  with  any  church  that  departs  from 
Southern  Baptist  faith  and  practice  and  fails  to  maintain  a  spirit  of  cooperation  with  the 
Association.  Any  church  failing  to  report  the  annual  letter  to  the  Association,  or  failing  to  be 
represented  at  the  Annual  Meeting,  or  failing  to  support  worthy  Associational  and  denomina- 
tional missions  for  two  consecutive  years,  shall  be  notified  by  a  special  committee  of  the 
General  Board  that  if  their  failure  is  not  remedied  by  the  next  Annual  Meeting,  recommen- 
dation shall  be  made  to  remove  said  church  from  membership  in  the  Association  by  two-thirds 
majority  vote  of  messengers  present  and  voting. 
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ARTICLE  IV  -  MEETINGS 


Section  1.  The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  shall  convene  on  Monday  and  Tuesday 
following  the  fourth  Sunday  in  October. 

Section  2.  Special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the  Moderator,  provided  two  weeks  notice  is 
given  to  all  affiliated  churches. 

Section  3.  Churches  of  50  members  or  less  shall  be  entitled  to  three  messengers.  One  ad- 
ditional messenger  shall  be  allowed  for  each  additional  50  members  or  major  fraction  thereof, 
provided  no  church  shall  be  entitled  to  more  than  10  messengers.  These  shall  constitute  the 
voting  body  of  the  Association.  The  names  of  messengers  printed  in  the  annual  shall  only  in- 
clude these  attending  and  registering  at  the  session  of  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  V  -  AUTHORITY 

It  is  understood  that  each  church  affiliated  with  this  Association  is  independent  and 
sovereign  in  its  own  affairs,  and  the  Association  has  no  authority  over  the  churches,  except  of 
an  advisory  nature. 

ARTICLE  VI  -  OFFICERS  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

Section  1.  The  officers  of  the  Association  shall  be  the  Moderator,  Vice  Moderator,  Clerk, 
Treasurer,  Sunday  School  Director,  Church  Training  Director,  Woman's  Missionary  Union 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Music  Director,  Auditor  and  Parliamentarian,  Vice 
Treasurer  and  Media  Center  Director. 

Section  2.  The  officers  shall  be  elected  on  the  1st  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  for  a  term  of 
one  year.  The  nominee  shall  be  contacted  and  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations 
(Bylaw  IV,  Section  6).  Committee  nominations  shall  not  preclude  nominations  from  the  floor. 
No  person  in  the  full-time  employ  of  the  Association  may  be  elected  to  any  office  listed  in  Sec- 
tion 1  of  this  Article. 

Section  3.  All  officers  shall  complete  their  work  as  soon  as  practicable  after  the  closing  of  the 
session.  The  newly  elected  officers  shall  assume,  at  the  close  of  the  session,  all  duties  incumbent 
upon  said  officers  relating  to  the  work  of  the  ensuing  Associational  year.  Officers  shall  carry 
out  the  responsibilities  of  their  offices  at  all  times  as  instructed  by  the  Constitution,  the 
Association  and/or  the  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Moderator  shall  be  elected  annually  and  shall  not  be  eligible  to  succeed  him- 
self after  serving  two  successive  terms  of  office. 

Section  5.  Departments: 

a.  The  Association  shall  promote  a  program  of  teaching,  training,  missions,  and  stewardship 
emphasis  through  the  following  departments:  The  Sunday  School  Department,  the  Church 
Training  Department,  the  Woman's  Missionary  Union  Department,  the  Brotherhood  Depar- 
ment,  the  Music  Department,  and  such  other  departments  as  may  be  added  by  the  Association 
or  the  General  Board. 

b.  Each  department  shall  nominate  in  cooperation  with  the  Committee  on  Nominations  of 
the  Association  its  chief  officers  for  approval  by  the  General  Board  at  its  third  quarterly 
meeting.  Other  departmental  leaders  shall  be  nominated  in  the  same  manner  not  later  than 
September  1 .  Those  nominated  shall  serve  along  with  the  incumbent  workers  until  election  at 
the  Annual  Meeting.  In  event  of  vacancies  occuring  during  the  year,  said  vacancies  shall  be 
filled  temporarily  by  the  departments  for  the  remainder  of  the  Associational  year. 

ARTICLE  VII  -  TRUSTEES  AND  THEIR  ELECTION 

There  shall  be  three  (3)  Trustees  of  the  Association,  one  preferably  an  attorney,  serving  ter- 
of  three  years  each.  The  Trustees  shall  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Nominations  and 
may  succeed  themselves.  One  Trustee  shall  be  elected  at  the  Annual  Meeting  each  year.  The 
expiration  date  of  each  Trustee's  term  of  office  shall  appear  by  his  name  in  the  Associational 
annual. 
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ARTICLE  VIII  -  GENERAL  BOARD 


The  General  Board  shall  be  composed  of  all  Associational  officers,  heads  of  departments, 
(Article  VI,  5a),  the  Director  of  Missions  (ex  officio),  each  active  pastor,  and  two  lay  members 
chosen  by  each  church  from  its  membership  and  certified  to  the  Association  in  its  annual 
report,  and  chairmen  of  all  standing  committees  to  the  Association.  The  General  Board  shall 
have  the  authority  to  act  for  the  Association  between  sessions,  except  as  limited  by  the  Con- 
stitution. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  meet  quarterly,  and  make  reports  and  recom- 
mendations to  the  Association  at  its  Annual  Meeting.  Emergency  meetings  may  be  held  on  call 
by  the  Moderator. 

ARTICLE  IX  -  THE  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  be  composed  of  the  officers  of  the  Association  as  listed  in  Ar- 
ticle VI,  Section  1  of  this  Constitution.  Time  and  frequency  of  meetings  may  be  set  by  the  Con- 
cil  itself,  or  it  may  meet  upon  the  call  of  the  Moderator  or  Director  of  Missions.  The  Council 
shall  seek  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Association,  and  foster  fellowship  and  cooperation 
on  the  part  of  the  churches,  bringing  all  recommendations  concerning  such  matters  to  the 
General  Board  or  the  Association. 

ARTICLE  X  -  COMMITTEES 

Section  1.  STANDING  COMMITTEES.  The  Association  shall  have  the  following  standing 
committees,  with  their  terms  of  office  being  from  the  close  of  the  Annual  Meeting  through  the 
following  Annual  Meeting.  Members  of  all  standing  committees  listed  under  Section  1  shall 
serve  for  a  term  of  three  years,  with  one-third  of  the  membership  chosen  each  year.  No  com- 
mittee member  shall  be  eligible  to  serve  on  the  same  committee  until  after  the  lapse  of  the  year 
following  the  expiration  of  his  term  of  service.  Names  of  all  committee  members  shall  be  printed 
in  the  annual  together  with  their  terms  of  office.  All  committees  serve  equally  with  none  subordi- 
nate or  superior.  Each  committee  may  report  to  the  association  or  the  General  Board  of  the 
association  as  regularly  scheduled  or  requested. 

a.  To  be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  the  Annual  Meeting: 

(1)  Committee  on  Committees  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  10) 

b.  To  be  nominated  by  the  Committee  on  Committees  and  elected  by  the  Association  at  the 
Annual  Meeting: 

(1)  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  1) 

(2)  Committee  on  Missions  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  17) 

(3)  Committee  on  Evangelism  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  3) 

(4)  Committee  on  Finance  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  4) 

(5)  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  5) 

(6)  Committee  on  Nominations  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  6) 

(7)  Committee  on  Constitution  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  7) 

(8)  Committee  on  Mutual  Care  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  8) 

(9)  Committee  on  Resolutions  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  9) 

(10)  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  13) 

(11)  Committee  on  Youth  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  14) 

(12)  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  15) 

(13)  Committee  on  Associational  Office  Building  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  16) 

(14)  Executive  Committee  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  2) 

(15)  Committee  on  Personnel  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  18) 

Section  2.  ANNUAL,  NON-ROTATING  COMMITTEES.  The  following  committees  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Moderator  at  least  90  days  prior  to  the  Annual  Meeting  to  serve  during  the 
Annual  Meeting. 

(1)  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  1 1) 

(2)  Committee  on  Enrollment  (Bylaw  IV,  Section  12) 
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ARTICLE  XI  -  FINANCIAL  LIMITATIONS 


"No  program  shall  be  inaugurated  which  might  involve  the  Association  directly  or  indirec- 
ly  in  a  debt  without  securing  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association.  No  solicitation  of  funds 
for  any  programs  or  ministries  shall  be  made  to  member  churches  or  auxiliaries  of  any  mem- 
ber churches  by  any  department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  member  churches  by  any 
department  or  committee  or  auxiliaries  of  any  department  or  committee  of  the  Association 
without  the  prior  approval  of  the  Association." 

ARTICLE  XII  -  AMENDMENTS 

This  Constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association  by  a  two- 
thirds  majority  vote  of  the  messengers  present  and  voting,  provided  that  notice  of  the  proposed 
change  be  read  to  the  Association  during  the  first  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting,  be  voted  upon 
the  second  day. 

It  is  recommended  that  all  proposed  changes  be  first  submitted  to  the  Committee  on  Con- 
stitution. 

Bylaws 

BYLAW  I  -  PARLIAMENTARY  RULES 

Robert's  Rules  of  Order  shall  be  followed  as  the  Association's  rules  for  conducting  its 
deliberative  assemblies. 

BYLAW  II  -  ASSOCIATIONAL  YEAR 
The  Association  year  shall  begin  October  1  and  close  September  30. 

BYLAW  III  -  DUTIES  OF  OFFICERS 

Section  1 .  The  Moderator  shall  preside  over  the  meetings  of  the  body  according  to  the  Con- 
stitution and  Bylaws,  appoint  the  Committee  on  Committees,  Committee  on  Place  and 
Preacher,  and  Committee  on  Enrollment.  He  shall  be  chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  of 
the  Associational  Council,  and  be  an  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees.  He  shall  serve  as  a 
fraternal  visitor  of  the  churches  throughout  the  year. 

Section  2.  The  Vice  Moderator  shall  preside  in  the  absence  or  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Moderator,  and  shall  be  vice-chairman  of  the  General  Board  and  the  Associational  Council. 

Section  3.  The  Clerk  shall  send  annual  report  forms  to  the  member  churches  at  least  a  month 
before  the  Association's  Annual  Meeting,  distribute  at  the  Annual  Meetings  copies  of  the  digest 
of  these  reports,  make  an  accurate  record  of  the  proceedings  of  the  Association,  supervise  the 
printing  and  distributing  of  the  annual  to  participating  churches,  keep  on  file  copies  of  an- 
nual, records,  and  other  documents  of  the  Association,  and  also,  shall  serve  as  secretary  of  the 
General  Board  and  Associational  Council. 

Section  4.  The  Treasurer  shall  receive  and  handle  all  funds  in  the  name  of  the  association; 
disburse  the  same  upon  instructions  from  the  Association,  its  General  Board,  or  as  designated 
in  the  budget;  render  an  accurate  report  of  receipts  and  disbursements  and  distribute  same  at 
the  Annual  Meeting,  and  at  each  regular  meeting  of  the  General  Board;  and  keep  books 
available  and  up-to-date  for  examination. 

Section  5.  The  department  heads  (Article  VI,  Section  5a)  shall  seek  to  lead  the  Association  in 
the  work  of  their  organizations  according  to  the  achievement  guide  for  their  organization,  or 
as  directed  by  the  Association.  The  chairman  of  the  Associational  Music  Council  shall  have 
charge  of  the  music  programs  for  the  Association  at  and  between  Annual  Meetings. 

Section  6.  The  Auditor  shall  make  an  audit  of  the  Treasurer's  books  at  the  end  of  the  budget 
year.  The  report  of  the  Auditor  shall  be  made  to  the  Association  not  later  than  the  May 
meeting  of  the  General  Board. 
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Section  7.  The  Parliamentarian  shall  advise  and  assist  the  presiding  officer  of  the 
Association  with  respect  to  all  matters  involving  proper  parliamentary  procedure. 

BYLAW  IV  -  DUTIES  OF  COMMITTEES 

Section  1 .  The  Committee  on  Order  of  Business  shall  be  composed  of  three  members  and  the 
Moderator,  Clerk,  and  Music  Director.  It  shall  prepare  a  printed  program  for  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association  which  shall  be  sent  to  all  persons  on  the  program  and  to  all  pastors 
at  least  30  days  before  the  Annual  Meeting.  It  shall,  in  the  opening  session  of  the  Annual 
Meeting  of  the  Association,  present  the  printed  programs  for  adoption,  and  serve  through  the 
sessions  when  adjustments  in  the  order  of  business  become  necessary. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee: 

(1)  This  committee  shall  be  composed  of  six  (6)  members  with  the  Moderator,  Finance  Com- 
mittee Chairman,  Missions  Committee  Chairman  as  ex-officio  members,  and  shall  meet  upon 
call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 

This  committee  shall  have  the  authority  to  make  necessary  decisions  on  behalf  of  the 
General  Board,  but  at  no  time  shall  any  decisions  be  made  contrary  to  the  express  wish  of  the 
Association  or  the  General  Board.  At  no  time  shall  decisions  of  major  importance  be  made 
without  the  direction  of  the  General  Board.  This  committee  shall  make  a  complete  report  of 
any  action  taken  to  the  quarterly  General  Board  Meeting.  It  shall  administer  all  matters 
refered  to  it  by  the  Association  or  the  General  Board  and  act  on  routine  or  emergency  matters 
concerning  business  management  and  day-to-day  operations.  It  shall  work  with  the  director  of 
missions  in  the  administration  of  an  effective  and  efficient  associational  office. 

(2)  When  without  a  director  of  missions,  this  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the 
association,  or  its  General  Board,  for  election,  a  new  director  of  missions  according  to  Bylaw 
VII,  Section  One. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Evangelism,  composed  of  six  members,  working  with  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Association,  shall  promote  the  work  of  evangelism  in  the  Association  in 
cooperation  with  the  Association  and  Division  of  Evangelism  of  the  Baptist  State  Convention. 
All  plans  and  programs  shall  be  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Finance,  composed  of  six  members  and  the  Treasurer,  shall 
study  the  Association's  financial  needs  for  an  adequate  program,  present  a  budget  to  the 
Association  for  the  following  calendar  year,  devise  plans  for  securing  the  cooperation  of  the 
churches  in  raising  funds  to  meet  the  budget,  and  make  a  written  report  to  the  Annual 
Meeting. 

The  budget  year  for  the  Association  shall  be  the  same  as  the  calendar  year. 

Section  5.  The  Committee  on  Ordination  Advisory,  composed  of  six  members  shall,  when 
requested  by  a  participating  church,  assist  with  the  examination  and  ordination  of  a  candidate 
for  the  gospel  ministry. 

When  the  findings  of  the  committee  are  favorable,  the  committee  will  recommend  or- 
dination to  the  church  where  the  candidate  holds  membership,  and  will  assist  in  the  service  of 
ordination  as  possible,  when  requested  to  do  so. 

Section  6.  The  Committee  on  Nominations,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  contact  before 
and  nominate  on  the  last  day  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Association,  the  officers  of  the 
Association,  according  to  Article  VI  and  VII  of  the  Constitution.  This  committee  shall  also 
nominate  representatives  for  institutions  and  agencies  as  directed  by  the  Association. 

The  committee's  nominations  shall  not  preclude  other  nominations  from  the  floor. 

Section  7.  The  Committee  on  Constitution,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  be  available  to 
study  any  changes  or  revisions  in  the  Constitution,  and  to  make  recommendations  as  needed. 

Section  8.  The  Committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  review  ap- 
plications for  membership  in  the  Association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  foster  fellowship,  communication,  and  cooperation  among 
the  churches  and  shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship 
problems. 


Section  9.  The  Committee  on  Resolutions,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  draw  up  and 
present  to  the  Association,  resolutions  of  appreciation  and  other  resolutions  it  or  the 
Association  deem  wise. 

Section  10.  The  Committee  on  Committees,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  perform  the 
duties  as  set  forth  in  the  Constitution  (Article  X,  Section  1)  and  shall  assist  the  General  Board 
in  filling  vacancies  on  all  standing  committees  occuring  between  sessions.  This  committee  shall 
also  name  the  chairman  of  each  committee. 

Section  11.  The  Committee  on  Place  and  Preacher,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
receive  or  solicit  invitations  for  the  place  or  places  of  meetings  for  the  next  Annual  Meeting  of 
the  Association,  and  shall  recommend  the  place  or  places.  It  shall  also  recommend  the  preacher 
and  alternate  for  the  annual  sermon  or  sermons. 

Section  12.  The  Committee  on  Enrollment,  composed  of  five  members,  shall  prepare  for  and 
direct  the  enrollment  of  messengers  at  all  of  the  sessions. 

Section  13.  The  Committee  on  Seminary  Extension,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  direct 
the  operation  of  a  seminary  extension  center  within  the  Association  in  accordance  with 
procedures  approved  by  the  Seminary  Extension  Department,  or  as  directed  by  the 
Association.  This  committee  shall  elect  the  officers  of  the  center,  and  assist  them  in  its 
promotion. 

Section  14.  The  Committee  on  Youth  is  to  be  composed  of  six  members.  The  chairman  shall 
serve  as  the  Youth  Director  of  the  Association  and  shall  be  a  member  of  the  Associational 
Council.  The  committee  shall  meet  at  least  quarterly  to  evaluate,  plan  and  promote  activities 
for  the  spiritual  development  of  youth;  to  encourage  each  church  to  elect  annually  a  youth  to 
serve  on  an  Associational  Youth  Council;  to  encourage  the  promotion  of  youth  work  in  each 
church  and  their  participation  in  associational  youth  activities. 

Section  15.  The  Committee  on  Camp  Ministry,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  develop  and 
maintain  the  camp  property  and  schedule  all  camp  activities. 

Section  16.  The  Associational  Office  Building  Committee,  composed  of  three  members,  shall 
maintain  the  office  building  property. 

Section  17.  The  Committee  on  Missions,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  with  the  W.M.U. 
Director,  Brotherhood  Director,  Christian  Ministries  Director,  and  Moderator  as  ex  officio 
members,  shall  meet  upon  call  of  the  chairman,  or  regularly  as  determined  by  the  committee. 
This  committee  shall  assist  in  promoting  the  mission  ministries  and  all  of  the  work  of  the 
association  and  shall  assist  in  organizing  new  churches  and  beginning  new  work.  The  commit- 
tee shall  devise  and  counsel  with  the  Director  of  Missions,  Christian  Ministries  Director  in 
formulating  short-range  and  long-range  planning  for  associational  mission  activities.  This 
committee  shall  serve  as  a  resource  committee  for  evaluating  the  overall  mission  programs,  ac- 
tivities, and  actions  of  the  association. 

Section  18.  The  Committee  on  Personnel,  composed  of  six  members,  shall  relate  to  all  em- 
ployed personnel  of  the  Association. 

a  -  Ministerial  Personnel:  This  committee  shall  seek  out  and  recommend  to  the  Association, 
or  its  General  Board  for  election  all  ministerial  personnel  other  than  the  Director  of 
Missions.  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek 
proper  methods  of  correction. 

b  -  Non-Ministerial  Personnel: 

(1)  Provide  guidelines  and  job  descriptions  for  all  paid  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(2)  Provide  recommendations  to  the  Association  for  approval  of  personnel  policies  re- 
lating to  sick  leave,  vacations,  paid  holidays  and  other  matters  relating  to  employee- 
associational  relationships  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(3)  From  time  to  time,  make  recommendations  to  the  Finance  Committee  regarding  pay 
schedules  of  non-ministerial  personnel. 

(4)  Interview,  set  initial  salaries,  establish  job  descriptions,  and  employ  all  non-ministerial 
personnel  necessary  for  the  efficient  operation  of  the  Association. 

(5)  The  Personnel  Committee  shall  have  the  power  to  terminate  the  employment  of  non- 
ministerial  personnel. 
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(6)  This  committee  shall  receive  and  evaluate  grievances,  if  any,  and  shall  seek  proper 
methods  of  correction  in  consultation  with  the  Director  of  Missions. 

BYLAW  V  -  DUTIES  OF  ASSOCIATIONAL  COUNCIL 

The  Associational  Council  shall  coordinate  the  planning,  the  programs,  and  the  activities  of 
the  Association  and  shall  prepare  a  Calendar  of  Activities  each  year,  which  after  the  approval 
of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board,  it  shall  distribute  to  the  churches  of  the  Association. 

BYLAW  VI  -  TRUSTEES 

The  duty  of  the  Trustees  shall  be  to  hold  in  trust  any  property,  money,  endowment,  or  other 
securities  of  said  Association,  and  they  shall  handle  all  legal  matters  of  the  Association  under 
the  direction  of  the  Association  or  its  General  Board. 

BYLAW  VII  -  DIRECTOR  OF  MISSIONS 

Section  1.  His  election  shall  be  upon  recommendation  of  the  Executive  Committee  and  on 
two-thirds  majority  vote  of  those  present  and  voting  by  the  Association  in  its  Annual  Meeting, 
or  between  sessions  of  the  Association  by  its  General  Board.  He  shall  serve  until  the  relation- 
ship is  terminated,  in  accordance  with  the  guidelines  set  by  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  2.  The  Director  of  Missions  shall  promote  the  work  of  the  Association  and 
denomination,  cooperating  with  the  churches,  their  pastors  and  officers,  and  the  Association 
and  its  committees  and  organizations.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  member  of  all  committees. 

BYLAW  VIII  -  ANNUAL  REPORTS 

Written  reports  to  appear  in  the  annual  of  the  Association  shall  not  exceed  300  words  in 
length,  except  for  history  or  statistics. 

BYLAW  IX  -  AMENDMENTS 

Amendments  to  the  Bylaws  may  be  made  at  any  session  of  the  Annual  Meeting  of  the 
Association  when  presented  in  writing  at  said  meeting  and  approved  by  a  majority  of  the 
messengers  present  and  voting.

He  made  a  motion  that  the  210  messengers  present  and  others  who  will  be 
enrolled,  constitute  the  Cabarrus  Baptist  Association  in  its  fiftieth  annual  session  for  business.

Director  of  Missions  Report 

Cabarrus  Missionary  Baptist  Association  is  well  and  alive. 

Over  the  past  year  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  interest  of  World  Missions.  During 
March  of  1985,  59  people  participated  in  simultaneous  revivals  in  Guatemala.  Thirty-nine  of 
those  people  were  from  our  association.  Over  600  decisions  that  resulted  in  baptisms  were  made 
during  those  days  of  revival.  In  1986,  a  follow-up  trip  is  being  planned.  This  will  include  con- 
struction and  help  with  a  new  church  building. 

One  of  the  pleasures  of  the  work  of  the  Director  of  Missions  is  helping  churches.  A  few  weeks 
ago  I  had  a  contact  from  a  church  which  had  formerly  been  associated  with  the  Cabarrus  Bap- 
tist Association.  They  invited  me  to  come  talk  with  their  members  and  explain  the  procedure 
for  again  becoming  a  part  of  the  association.  After  a  lengthy  discussion,  the  church  voted  to  ask 
to  come  under  watchcare  of  the  association.  The  Mutual  Care  Committee  will  be  meeting  with 
this  church  and  making  recommendations  soon  to  the  association.  Bill  Patrick  is  the  pastor  of 
this  church,  and  he  is  present  with  some  of  his  members. 

The  Future  Site  Development  Committee  is  still  working  on  property  purchase  for  a  new 
building.  The  last  property  which  was  approved  at  a  called  associational  meeting  was  not  pur- 
chased because  it  was  not  suitable  for  septic  tank  installation.  Be  in  prayer  for  this  committee 
as  they  seek  other  property  for  re-location. 

I  would  like  to  present  some  certificates  and  diplomas.  Bill  Guthrie,  Chairman  of  Seminary 
Extension,  will  present  a  diploma  to  D.  C.  Freeman.  Mr.  Freeman  has  completed  16  seminary 
extension  courses.

American  Bible  Society 

The  American  Bible  Society  reached  a  major  milestone  in  1984,  distributing  its  four  bil- 
lionth copy  of  Scripture,  and  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention  has  had  a  vital  role  in  this 
achievement.  We  have  reports  coming  from  over  180  countries  where  the  United  Bible 
Societies  are  currently  involved  in  translating  the  Word  of  God  in  562  languages.  Many  in- 
dividuals are  finding  Christ  and  are  growing  in  grace  through  the  power  of  the  Scripture, 
therefore  we  give  our  heartfelt  thanks  to  Southern  Baptists  who  are  co-workers  in  the  world- 
wide vineyard  with  us. 

Here  are  just  a  few  of  the  many  highlights  pi  Scripture  advance  during  1984  in  some  of  the 
countries  where  Southern  Baptists  are  active  in  mission: 

IN  KENYA,  distribution  in  1984  reached  a  total  of  over  a  half  million  Bibles,  Testaments, 
and  Scripture  Selections. 

IN  NIGERIA,  progress  is  being  made  in  Scripture  translation  in  over  60  languages. 
Distribution  figures  were  over  322,000  for  the  year. 

IN  INDONESIA,  several  million  Scriptures  were  distributed  to  children  and  students 
alone.  The  goal  here  is  to  place  a  Bible  in  every  Christian  home. 

IN  THE  PHILLIPINES,  5,873,791  Scriptures  were  distributed  among  those  hungry  for  the 
truth  of  His  Word.

IN  BRAZIL,  where  the  Brazilian  Literacy  Movement  has  taught  more  than  13  million 
people  to  read,  distribution  of  the  unique  New  Reader  Scriptures  developed  by  the  Bible 
Societies  reached  6,520,733  during  1984. 

IN  MEXICO,  almost  13  million  Scriptures  were  distributed  this  past  year. 

IN  THE  UNITED  STATES,  the  American  Bible  Society  distributed  114,458,279  Scriptures 
in  more  than  80  languages  other  than  English. 

The  urgent  requests  which  come  in  to  us  constantly  will  only  be  possible  through  greatly  in- 
creased support  from  the  churches.  A  top  Southern  Baptist  leader  recently  made  this 
statement:  "Without  the  truth  revealed  in  Scriptures,  missionaries  would  have  no  message  to 
carry.  Bold  Mission  Thrust  would  become  little  more  than  a  fantasy.  But  the  availability  of 
God's  Word  in  all  languages  to  all  people  cannot  be  assumed.  It  must  be  provided." 

In  1984  Southern  Baptists  gave  $309,610.00  to  the  Bible  cause.  These  contributions  meant 
that  God's  Word  could  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  thousands  of  men,  women  and  children 
throughout  the  world. 

The  American  Bible  Society  gives  thanks  to  you  for  your  support  and  for  your  prayers.  Our 
pledge  to  you  is  to  work  increasingly  in  partnership  with  you  to  fulfill  the  great  commission  of 
our  Lord  and  Savior,  Jesus  Christ.

Baptist  Children's  Homes 

Children  from  all  over  North  Carolina  have  been  given  much  needed  help  for  the  past  100 
years.  A  century  ago  life  was  much  simpler  than  it  is  today;  therefore,  the  basic  needs  were 
love,  shelter,  food  and  clothing.  The  Baptist  people  of  this  state  provided  just  what  was  needed 
to  rear  Christian  men  and  women.  One  of  these  adults  can  be  found  in  nearly  every  city  of  this 
state  and  in  other  parts  of  this  great  nation. 

Life  for  all  people  is  very  complicated  today.  Family  breakdown  or  troubles  within  families 
are  very  evident  to  all.  The  objective  and  purpose  of  the  Children's  Homes  is  to  enable  families 
to  locate  their  problems  and  to  provide  needed  treatment.  This  often  can  be  done  in  the  com- 
munity where  the  family  lives.  When  necessary  the  individual  may  go  to  one  of  the  locations 
that  is  designed  and  equipped  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  individual. 

In  this  Centennial  year  of  the  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina,  1,517  children 
and  1,167  families  were  served.  President  Michael  C.  Blackwell  pledges  anew  the  Home's 
commitment  to  continue  fulfillment  of  the  mission  and  purpose  of  this  Christian  institution  of 
caring  as  the  second  century  proceeds. 

At  the  Baptist  State  Convention  in  Charlotte,  one  final  event  of  the  Centennial  will  take 
place  as  the  combined  voices  of  the  children  in  care,  done  with  special  features,  will  be 
observed. 

When  family  troubles  surface  in  your  church  where  children  are  involved,  contact  Steve 
Hoffman  in  the  Charlotte  Area  Office.  He  or  another  staff  member  can  be  of  service.  When 
maternity  care,  foster  care,  group  care,  emergency  care,  or  therapeutic  camping  is  needed,  it 
can  be  provided  through  the  Children's  Homes.  Our  churches  are  urged  to  use  this  Christian 
ministry  to  the  family.

The  Baptist  Sharing  House,  our  Christian  Social  Ministry,  provides  temporary  help  for 
families  in  crisis.  Clothing,  shoes,  furniture,  household  items,  and  food  contributed  by  our 
churches,  are  distributed  to  families  seeking  assistance. 

Volunteers  from  our  churches  staff  the  Sharing  House  three  mornings  each  week  from  9-12 
Noon.  Emergency  situations  are  handled  at  anytime. 

During  the  church  year,  2,040  individuals  have  been  assisted  or  590  family  units.  Six 
burned  out  families  were  given  furniture,  appliances,  and  household  items  to  re-establish  a 
household  plus  complete  wardrobes. 

The  director  has  shared  information  on  115  families  that  gave  Baptist  preference  with 
neighborhood  pastors  for  cultivation.  Forty  referrals  were  made  to  other  social  agencies. 

Churches  in  the  association  have  responded  favorably  to  the  crisis  ministry  with  resources 
and  volunteers.

God  is 
blessing  our  music  ministries  both  spiritually  and  numerically  and  this  growth  is  important  in 
the  life  of  our  local  churches. 

In  September,  a  workshop  was  held  for  the  purpose  of  better  equipping  music  leaders.  The 
workshop  was  led  by  state  approved  workers.  Music  directors  responsible  for  preschool  through 
adults  participated.  In  October  and  November,  the  Cabarrus  Association  Musician's  Fellow- 
ship was  held  in  order  to  promote  fellowship  among  music  directors  of  our  association. 

It  is  our  wish  that  every  person  will  use  his  or  her  talent  for  the  glory  of  God  and  one  of  the 
best  places  to  use  that  talent  is  in  the  local  church  music  ministry.  God  will  richly  bless  those 
who  give  Him  their  all.

For  over  34  years,  North  Carolina  Baptists  have  been  ministering  with  older  adults  through 
the  Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina.  The  Retirement  Homes'  policy  makers, 
your  Trustees,  and  the  Homes'  administrative  staff  put  untold  amounts  of  time  and  energy  in- 
to addressing  the  changing  scene  of  retirement  living.  The  Homes  have  a  rich  heritage  of 
ministry.  Building  on  the  strengths  of  this  heritage,  the  Homes,  with  the  growing  support  of 
North  Carolina  Baptists,  will  effectively  meet  the  needs  of  many  older  persons. 

The  following  facts  and  information  will  give  an  overview  of  the  Retirement  Homes' 
ministry  from  August,  1984-June,  1985: 

-  The  Retirement  Homes  had  an  average  daily  occupancy  of  244  residents  in  the  five 
group  Homes,  Nursing  Care  Unit,  and  apartments. 

-  Over  30  new  residents  were  admitted  to  the  Homes  and  Nursing  Care. 

-  Over  $100,000.00  of  benevolent  care  was  provided  monthly  to  Home  residents. 

-  Sixty  cents  of  each  benevolent  care  was  provided  through  Cooperative  Program  and 
North  Carolina  Missions  Offering  gifts. 

-  "Heart  to  Heart"  Christmas  gifts  from  friends  of  the  Retirement  Homes  provided  each 
resident  with  a  $20.00  gift. 
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-  The  Homes'  Nursing  Care  Unit,  Winston-Salem,  can  now  care  for  85  persons.  Conver- 
sion of  eleven  Hayes  Home  rooms  made  this  increase  possible. 

-  Apartment  policies  have  been  revised.  Plans  are  being  formulated  to  build  another 
duplex  unit  on  the  Hayes  Home  Campus. 

-  The  Retirement  Homes  do  have  vacancies.  Please  request  admissions  information  from 
Mr.  Jackson  S.  Hoyle,  Administrative  Offices,  Winston-Salem,  N.C. 

-After  more  than  24  years  of  service  to  North  Carolina  Baptists  and  the  Retirement 
Homes',  President  Bill  Poole,  retired. 

-  The  fiscal  year  ending  September  30  closed  in  the  black,  largely  due  to  special  gifts. 
The  Baptist  Retirement  Homes'  mission  is  to  continue  providing  the  most  important  dimen- 
sion to  meeting  the  needs  of  older  adults  -  Christian  compassion.  The  Retirement  Homes 
provide  care  beyond  the  required  minimums.  Thanks  to  your  mission  support,  care  of  which 
we  know  you  would  be  proud  is  provided.

Committee  on  Missions 

The  members  of  the  committee  are  to  be  commended  for  their  hard  work  and  faithfulness 
for  serving  on  the  Missions  Committee  this  year. 

Some  of  the  accomplishments  achieved  this  year  are  as  follows: 

The  W.M.U.,  as  usual,  did  a  wonderful  job  of  leading  the  ladies  of  our 
churches  in  mission  work. 

Our  Brotherhood  did  numerous  work  projects  at  Caswell,  Caraway,  and 
West  Virginia. 

The  Baptist  Sharing  House,  our  Social  Ministry,  provides  temporary 
assistance  for  families  in  crisis.  During  the  church  year  over  2,040  indivi- 
duals have  been  assisted  or  590  family  units.  Six  burned  out  families  were 
given  furniture,  appliances,  and  household  items,  to  establish  a  household, 
plus  complete  wardrobes.  The  Director,  Joyce  Camp,  has  shared  infor- 
mation on  115  families  that  gave  Baptist  preference  with  neighborhood 
pastors  for  cultivation.  Churches  in  the  association  have  responded 
favorably  to  the  Crisis  Ministry  with  resources  and  volunteers. 
At  the  present  time  the  committee  is  planning  to  conduct  a  survey  for  two  new  missions.  One 
will  be  in  the  western  Cabarrus  area  and  another  in  the  southwest  Cabarrus  area,  between 
Harrisburg  and  Midland. 

Of  course,  the  committee  will  continue  to  work  and  pray  for  missions  in  our  local  churches 
of  the  association.

Foreign  Mission  Report 

There  are  3,432  Southern  Baptist  missionaries  now  serving  in  105  countries,  entering  three 
new  ones  in  1984.  Baptisms  numbered  156,326,  a  7%  gain  over  1983.  Church  membership  is 
reported  at  1,910,483,  a  12%  gain. 

There  were  8.5  million  dollars  in  hunger  and  relief  funds  channeled  overseas,  especially  to 
Ethiopia  and  other  areas  of  Africa.  Specific  human  needs  ministries  assisted  more  than  350,000 
people  in  community  centers  and  3,029  resident  in  children's  homes. 

Channel  for  Southern  Baptist  involvement  in  world  evangelization  has  never  been  wider. 
There  were  11,394  Southern  Baptists  participating  in  overseas  programs  sponsored  by  the 
Foreign  Mission  Board.  Volunteers  in  1984  totaled  6,213  witnessing  to  their  faith  in  Christ  in 
an  overseas  setting.  Fifteen  states  and  associations  participated  in  Partnership  in  Mission 
activities. 

Medical  mission  work  includes  63  physicians,  9  dentists,  72  nurses,  26  hospitals,  104  clinics, 
working  alongside  5,559  nationals  in  treating  163,000  inpatients  and  more  than  1,363,000  out- 
patients. 

Publication  ministry  included  103  missionaries,  794  national  Baptists,  producing  nearly  6.5 
million  periodicals,  2.4  million  books,  11.9  million  tracts  for  evangelism  and  leadership 
training. 

More  than  8,900  students  were  enrolled  in  overseas  seminary  study.  In  addition,  7,800 
students  were  enrolled  in  theological  extension  training.

Media  outreach  involved  65  missionaries,  212  nationals,  43,570  broadcasts  aired  on  435  radio 
stations,  leading  more  than  4,000  to  a  profession  of  faith  in  Christ.  Media  mission  ministry 
reached  many  areas  where  we  have  no  missionaries. 

We  are  nine  years  into  Bold  Mission  Thrust.  Preaching  the  gospel  to  all  the  world  is  a  clear 
Biblical  mandate.  This  mandate  challenges  us  to  focus  our  prayers,  financial  resources  and 
ourselves,  on  telling  His  story.  "I  in  them  and  thou  in  me,  that  they  may  be  made  perfect  in 
one;  and  that  the  world  may  know  that  thou  hast  sent  me."  John  17:23

Home  Missions 

Diversity  is  evident  in  the  work  of  the  Home  Mission  Board.  From  Personal  Evangelism  to 
Christian  Social  Ministries,  Language  Missions  to  Black  Church  Relations,  we  preach,  witness 
and  minister  in  87  different  languages:  Vietnamese  to  Apache,  Spanish  to  Chinese. 

The  Home  Mission  Board  tailors  cooperative  agreements  with  37  state  conventions,  each 
with  different  needs  and  resources.  While  our  diversity  gives  us  opportunity  for  witness  and 
ministry,  our  unity  gives  us  strength. 

That  unity  comes  from  not  being  look-alikes,  sound-alikes,  act-alikes  or  believe-alikes;  it 
comes  from  having  a  right  relationship  with  the  Holy  Spririt  and  with  each  other.  It  comes 
from  a  commitment  to  share  the  good  news  of  Jesus  Christ  with  the  lost  people  of  America. 

Our  unity  is  found  in  God  who  guides  us  in  our  varied  ministries.  He  does  not  call  in  the 
same  way.  He  does  not  send  to  the  same  place.  He  does  not  provide  the  same  resources.  But  it  is 
the  same  Lord  who  calls,  leads  and  provides  for  us  all. 

There  are  3,723  missions  personnel  who  work  in  13  program  areas.  They  are  a  diverse 
group:  some  young,  some  old;  some  speaking  one  language,  some  many.  Hispanic,  Caucasian, 
Vietnamese,  they  are  as  varied  as  the  people  who  make  up  America.  But  they  are  unified  in 
their  commitment  to  share  Christ  with  every  person  in  our  land.

Media  Center 

The  Cabarrus  TACMO  (The  Assoc?  ational  Church-Media  Library  Association)  met 
monthly  on  the  second  Monday  at  the  Association  Office. 

Officers  included:  Director  -  Wanda  Godfrey,  Pitts;  Associate  Director  -  Carrie  Moore, 
Immanuel;  Secretary  -  Judy  Furr,  Roberta;  Technical  Process  Director  -  Mandy  Harvey, 
McGill;  Media  Education  Director  -  Peggy  Price,  McGill;  Program  Chairman  -  Cat  Carter, 
Jackson  Park;  Associational  Librarian  &  BTN  Coordinator-Nelda  Donahue,  Association  Of- 
fice. Other  churches  participating  were  Concord  First  and  North  Kannapolis. 

On  October  27  and  November  10,  1984,  TACMO  officers  assisted  Highland  Church  in  New 
London  by  processing  50  books  and  training  their  staff f  for  media  operations. 

Mandy  Harvey  taught  the  church  study  course,  A  Church  on  Mission,  during  the  fall 
meetings. 

On  February  15  and  16,  Carrie  Moore  and  Wanda  Godfrey  attended  the  Regional  Church 
Media  Library  Conference  in  Atlanta.  The  course  on  How  To  Administer  and  Promote  a 
Church  Media  Library  was  taken  during  the  conference. 

The  State  Media  Library  Conference  was  held  on  April  19  and  20  at  Caraway.  Carrie 
Moore,  Judy  Furr,  Cat  Carter,  Peggy  Price  and  Wanda  Godfrey  attended  this  conference 
where  they  had  classes  on  How  to  Make  Audiovisuals  and  Beginning  Classification. 
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On  March  26,  1985,  Wanda  Godfrey  took  part  in  the  Vacation  Bible  School  Clinic  held  at 
Centerview.  This  was  the  first  year  to  have  Media  Library  instruction  as  a  part  of  this  clinic. 

Nine  persons  attended  a  TACMO  conference  at  Pitts  on  May  10  and  1 1  on  How  to  Operate  a 
Cassette  Tape  Ministry.  Marion  McGaha  from  Mecklenburg  Association  taught  this  five  hour 
church  study  course. 

Wanda  Godfrey  attended  the  Key  Leadership  Conference  at  Ridgecrest,  May  13-15.  She 
then  conducted  the  Association*!  Key  Leadership  on  May  27  relating  what  was  learned  while 
at  Ridgecrest. 

Other  courses  offered  at  monthly  meetings  were  Operating  the  Media  Library  During  VBS, 
How  to  Conduct  Media  Center  Emphasis  Week  in  Your  Church,  and  Setting-up  a  Verical  File.

North  Carolina  Baptist  Foundation 

Whether  we  look  at  our  objectives  in  life  as  individual  Christians  or  collectively,  as  a 
church,  an  association  or  convention,  we  should  be  interested,  above  all  other  life's  objectives, 
in  presenting  the  message  of  Christ  to  those  who  need  to  know  and  accept  Him  as  Lord  and 
Savior.  One  of  the  exciting  aspects  of  being  a  Christian  is  to  feel  the  joy  that  comes  in  serving 
Him  now  as  well  as  having  influence  on  others  in  the  future. 

Some  of  the  future  influence  we  have  as  Christians  is  reflected  in  our  daily  commitment  of 
service  now.  This  can  be  accomplished  first  through  our  personal  witness  to  those  who  will  live 
beyond  our  lifespan  and,  secondly,  through  use  of  our  resources.  An  increasing  number  of 
NorthCarolina  Baptists  are  experiencing  the  excitement  that  comes  with  knowing  that  a  por- 
tion of  their  resources  will  be  set  aside  in  trusts  to  further  the  spread  of  the  Gospel,  in  per- 
petuity. The  Baptist  Foundation  provides  the  services  that  make  this  possible. 

During  the  past  fiscal  year  (1984),  81  new  trusts  were  established  with  the  North  Carolina 
Baptist  Foundation  to  serve  as  trustee.  These  gifts  totalled  $265,029.34.  Additions  and  con- 
tributions to  new  and  existing  trusts  totalled  $741,153.00  for  the  year.  When  maturity  value  of 
bonds  in  the  invested  portfolio  are  considered  along  with  market  value  for  real  estate  held  in 
trust,  the  assets  of  the  Foundation  at  the  end  of  1984  totalled  $10,930,279.00.  Real  estate 
holdings  have  an  estimated  value  of  $4,478  million  dollars.  Income  distributed  to  Baptist  in- 
stitutions and  agencies,  and  to  individuals  receiving  annuity  payments  totalled  $471,563.00 
during  1984. 

Investing  of  Foundation  assets  is  carried  out  under  the  direction  of  the  Board  of  Directors 
elected  by  the  State  Convention.  Day  to  day  management  is  given  to  the  investment  by  two 
fiscal  agents  selected  by  the  Board.  Investment  philosophy  now  used  calls  for  maximum 
return  with  some  internal  growth.  Throughout  the  65  year  history  of  the  Baptist  Foundation, 
its  Directors  have  taken  seriously  their  fiduciary  responsibilities  as  related  to  the  trusts  held  as 
well  as  to  the  Convention. 

Support  of  new  church  growth  through  trusts  will  receive  increasing  attention  by  the  Con- 
vention in  the  immediate  future.  A  variety  of  methods  are  available  to  North  Carolina  Baptists 
through  their  Baptist  Foundation.

From  the  "Pool  of  Bethesda"  to  a  modern  complex  of  health  care  facilities,  Christ  continues 
his  work  and  healing  presence  among  the  sick.  Health  care  is  in  one  of  the  most  radical  periods 
of  change  of  all  its  history. 

One  of  the  Church's  primary  concerns  in  this  period  of  health  care  modification  is  that  the 
total  well-being  of  the  patient  be  kept  as  a  central  focal  point.  Just  as  there  is  danger  in  viewing 
a  person's  illness  as  solely  a  spiritual  problem,  it  is  also  a  mistake  to  view  a  patient  from  purely 
a  physical  dimension.  We  need  to  keep  the  'whole'  of  the  person  in  focus  and  address  their 
needs  from  that  perspective. 

At  Baptist  Hospital  this  has  long  been  a  part  of  their  philosophy,  and  North  Carolina  Bap- 
tists have  been  most  supportive  of  this  ministry.  Last  year,  Baptist  Hospital  received 
$541,255.16  in  financial  support  through  the  Cooperative  Program  and  $367,712.33  through 
the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering. 

During  the  past  year,  Baptist  Hospital  admitted  25,140  patients  for  a  total  of  213,038  days  of 
care.  Ambulatory  patient  visits  including  the  Bowman  Grey  Department  of  Clinics  totalled 
243,096.  The  Department  of  Pastoral  Care  made  57,849  visits  with  patients,  family  members, 
and  employees  and  provided  21,194  hours  of  counseling  through  the  Winston-Salem  center 
and  the  various  satellites.

Mutual  Care 

The  committee  on  Mutual  Care,  composed  of  six  (6)  members,  shall  review  applications  for 
membership  in  the  association  and  shall  make  recommendations  to  the  association.  This  com- 
mittee shall  foster  fellowship,  communications,  and  cooperations  among  the  churches  and 
shall  be  available  to  member  churches  for  counsel  in  times  of  fellowship  problems. 

Public  Affairs 

In  viewing  its  activities  for  the  past  year,  the  Christian  Life  Commission  is  greatly  en- 
couraged, and  faces  the  future  with  optimism  as  it  continues  to  assist  Baptists  in  applying  the 
gospel  to  all  of  life.  Through  its  three  departments,  it  has  provided  a  variety  of  field  service 
events  and  educational  resources  for  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

This  past  year  has  brought  many  opportunities  for  the  staff  of  the  Commission  to  serve  as 
speakers  and  resource  people  in  numerous  conferences  conducted  by  states,  associations,  and 
other  agencies  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention.  Included  were  six  associational  or  church- 
wide  Family  Enrichment  Conferences;  three  marriage  enrichment  retreats,  in  addition  to 
sponsoring  the  annual  three-day  Clergy  Couples  Retreat  in  January  and  the  four-day  basic 
MER  Leadership  Training  Conference  in  August;  two  area-wide  single  adult  seminars  and  an 
associational  single  adult  event. 

Two  major  events  of  the  department  this  year  were  making  available  four  Domestic  Vio- 
lence Conferences  in  which  the  director  offered  leadership;  also  three  Divorce  Adjustment 
Workshops  were  led  by  Dr.  Roger  Crook,  family  life  specialist  in  the  area.  These  were  held  in 
each  area  of  the  state  under  the  department's  sponsorship. 

Ministry  with  senior  adults  in  North  Carolina  has  experienced  significant  growth  this  year. 
Churches  are  becoming  increasingly  aware  of  the  potential  for  ministry  among  older  persons. 
Senior  adult  leaders  received  training  in  several  workshops  across  the  state  and  a  number  from 
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North  Carolina  attended  the  National  Seminar  on  Aging  in  Atlanta,  Georgia  in  January.  In 
addition,  more  than  100  pastors  participated  in  the  "Pastoring  Older  Individuals  and  Their 
Families"  seminars  held  in  April  in  four  locations  in  the  state.  Six  conferences/retreats  for 
senior  adults  were  held  at  Caraway  Baptist  Conference  Center  with  more  than  800  persons  in 
attendance. 

In  its  continuing  emphasis  on  applied  Christianity,  the  Christian  Life  Commission  seeks  to 
support  God's  people  as  the  salt  of  the  earth  and  the  light  of  the  world.

Seminary  Extension  Report 

Baptist  associations  have  been  involved  in  the  education  of  the  ministry  for  more  than  200 
years.  One  of  our  Baptist  leaders,  historian  Walter  Shurden,  said  that  "the  Association  was  a 
catalyst  for  creativity  in  educating  the  Baptist  ministry,"  long  before  seminaries  or  national 
conventions  came  into  existence. 

Cabarrus  Association  continues  this  tradition  of  education  for  the  minister  by  offering  one 
or  more  Seminary  Extension  courses  during  both  fall  and  winter  semester  periods.  The  latest 
course  offered  is  "Understanding  the  Bible,"  taught  by  Charles  Stafford,  pastor  of  Odell  Bap- 
tist Church,  Concord.  On  Tuesday,  September  3,  1985,  a  16-week  study  of  this  course  will 
begin.  One  other  course,  "Hebrews,"  was  taught  February  12,  1985.  These  courses  meet  the 
needs  of  the  larger  number  of  students  who  are  working  toward  their  Seminary  Extension 
diplomas.  William  Guthrie,  pastor  of  Kerr  Street  Baptist  Church  and  Seminary  Extension 
Director  for  the  Association,  taught  this  course. 

Pastors  and  laypeople  are  invited  and  urged  to  enroll  in  these  SED  classes.  The  rewards  can 
be  quite  significant  for  all. 

For  your  information:  Each  student  in  the  Seminary  Extension  Class  convention-wide 
averages  taking  1 V2  courses  per  year.  Each  year  about  85  percent  of  the  Seminary  Extension 
Centers  are  ongoing  centers.  Each  center  offers  about  2*/2  courses  per  year.  Three  out  of  four 
courses  taught  in  extension  centers  are  in  the  College-level  Series.  Centers  average  about  18 
students  per  year,  and  a  total  enrollment  of  33  per  year,  which  amounts  to  over  400  full-time 
students  in  SED  Centers  in  our  Southern  Baptist  Convention  associations.  You  are  encouraged 
to  make  Cabarrus  above  the  average.

State  Missions 

The  Division  of  Missions  of  our  North  Carolina  Baptist  State  Convention  has  the  responsi- 
bility of  leading  North  Carolina  Baptist  Churches  in  a  program  of  ministry  to  persons  of 
special  need,  organizing  new  and  strengthening  existing  churches  and  developing  strategy  for 
the  total  mission  program  of  North  Carolina  Baptists. 

State  Missions  in  North  Carolina  has  many  faces.  North  Carolina  Missions  is  caring  for 
negelected  children,  the  elderly,  the  sick,  young  people  seeking  an  education,  and  through 
special  programs  to  special  people  like  the  mentally  retarded,  the  deaf,  and  the  blind. 

Last  year  treatment  was  provided  for  over  25,000  patients  who  were  admitted  to  North 
Carolina  Baptist  Hospital.  The  patients  came  from  95  of  the  state's  counties,  with  3,000  of 
them  coming  from  other  states  and  foreign  countries. 
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Baptist  Retirement  Homes  of  North  Carolina  minister  to  275  older  persons  in  the  five  group 
care  facilities,  the  nursing  care  unit,  and  the  apartments. 

The  Baptist  Children's  Homes  of  North  Carolina  has  continued  to  minister  to  neglected  and 
needy  children,  by  providing  quality  care.  This  institution  will  begin  the  second  century  of 
child  care  on  November  11,  1985. 

These  ministries,  and  many  more,  are  funded  by  our  gifts  through  the  Cooperative  Program 
and  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.  Our  churches  are  urged  to  be  "good  stewards"  in 
their  gifts  to  both  the  Cooperative  Program  and  the  North  Carolina  Missions  Offering.

This  was  not 
very  well  attended.  The  ASSISTeam  met  the  last  Thursday  of  each  quarter  for  briefing. 

As  requested  by  the  Directors,  a  two-night  training  session  was  held  for  Teacher  Im- 
provement Directors  at  Immanuel  Baptist  Church  on  February  11-12.  There  was  good  atten- 
dance at  both  sessions.  Sunday  School  Preparation  Training  was  conducted  at  Royal  Oaks  on 
September  16-17  for  all  age  groups  teaching  the  "Bible  Teaching  through  the  Sunday  School" 
Series. 

The  emphasis  that  climaxed  on  September  29th  was  called  "Victory  Sunday"  for  8.5  by  85. 
Everyone  worked  hard  to  reach  church  enrollment  goals  for  this  Southern  Baptist  Convention 
goal  of  8.5  million. 

The  big  push  in  1986  is  GOOD  NEWS  AMERICA:  GOD  LOVES  YOU.  In  1985,  a 
Training  Rally  was  held  for  the  People  Search/Scripture  Distribution  of  New  Testaments  the 
week  of  October  20-26.  The  Sunday  School  will  carry  a  big  load  to  enroll  these  prospects  in 
Sunday  School. 

The  major  purpose  of  the  Sunday  School  is  to  reach  lost  people  for  Jesus  Christ  and  to  apply 
the  teachings  of  the  Bible  in  their  daily  life.

Immanuel  Baptist  Church,  on  February  7th,  was  the  Mission  Action  Training  Lab  for  all 
age-levels.  The  Mission  Action  Book  was  used  as  a  resource. 

Members  of  the  council  attended  the  state  W.M.U.  Annual  meeting  in  Winston-Salem  in 
March.  Melanie  Childers,  member  of  Acteen  Council,  served  as  page  during  the  state  meeting. 

April  16th  was  the  50th  anniversary  of  W.M.U.  in  Cabarrus  Association.  Blenda  Snodderly 
planned  a  fashion  show  depicting  the  history  of  W.M.U.  Rev.  &  Mrs.  Hubert  Middleton  were 
guest  speakers  for  the  evening  session.  Mission  volunteers  from  area  churches  shared  their  ex- 
periences during  the  afternoon  session. 

BAPTIST  WOMEN  sponsored  a  Prayer  Retreat  in  May.  Area  churches  were  assisted  with 
new  organizations,  programs,  and  general  information.
